King of /ra/e, was pꝛeſent lo. of Egypr. which woman alone liued a hun 
dꝛed vteres longer than Dido, and went almoſt ouer all the wozlde, after 
hir huſbandes death, 

Jn 7 Heſſalia was a great and mightie ouerflowing of water, not onely 
thꝛoughe ſhoſwers, but bycanfe great aboundance. of earth choked the Rip 
ners by the fall of the water from the Pountaines, And afterwarde vps 
pon an Earthquake which followed, the waters that were pente in 2 
tweene the mountaines, hauing their courſe open, ranne backe againe into 
their Channels. 

The auncient waters called this the loud af Dencalion, whereof Xcno- 
phion maketh mention in his quiuota, Eulebius, Functius. &c. 

About this time there happened a great fire in Grecia, in the raigne of 
King Phætoh after the earthquake in 7 heſſa/ia.

When the Cart haginenſes ranne with creat vyolence vppon the 
Greekes their cruell Enimies, and that the matter beganne to come to 
hott blowes,ſodapnelye there were hearde fearefull thunders from the 
hilles, and lightning falling from heauen, dazeled the eyes of the fighters, 
after warde, athoure mixed with winde, comming ouer the Greebes 
heades, was full in the faces of the Carthagmerſes, and now by reaſon of the 
erceeding craſhing ofthe Element, the commaunde of the Captaynes could 
not be hearde: in the meane ſeaſon their Garments became. heaupe with 
the raigne, and their bowes and other Juſtrumentes and twles were vn- 
p:offfable , but nothing ſo muche troubled the myndes of the Ari 
canes as that vpon the bꝛeaking of the water bankes of Criniſius, with 
the pꝛeaſſe of the paſſengers, the deepe and violent Kiner beganne to ouer- 
flowe all places there aboutes, that the one could not helpe the other.Laſt- 
pe Timolean ſente a choſen Bande agaynſte the Enemie, that was: bee-

mong the reſt, The Car:hagorenſes in no Battayle befoꝛe that time, loſt 
ſo many men in one conflict, foz in other Eattayles they very muche 
vled hyzed Souldpers, and they were uU ont to vanquiſhe, and not to be 
vanquiſhed. Ii molcon taking their Tents, toke fiue thouſande Enemies, 
a thouſande bꝛeſt plates, 10000 Targets, and a greater waight of Golde 
and Siluer than in reſpect ot the number of Souldyers might be beleened, 
The ſpoples of the Aßricanes were ſent to Ceriih, and with a ſolemn ti⸗ 
tle dedicated: Sabel. Lib. ee otit of Plutarche- Timoleon and Di- 
odorus Syculus. 

When Timoleon paſſed ouer fo De/pb/, and making his pzaiers,cams 
into the Temple of Apollo and the ſecrete part thereof, there befell him a 
my2acle,fo2 a certaine headbande goꝛgiouſſpe ſet out with crownes and 
tokens of victoꝛpe, fel downe from the pꝛeſentes that were there hong vp, 


q and inupꝛoned his head, that he crowned by Cod, ſe med to be ſent befo2e 
to the exployting of matters, whereloꝛe hie hauing tenne Shippes, ſeuen 
of Corinth, two of Corcyra, and one of Leucada, he toke his voyage, to 


whome it ſcemed in the night, when he hoyſt vp ſayles, and hadde a pꝛol⸗ 
perous ii ynde, that vpon the ſodayne the Ellement clone aſunder, and that 


much and very light fire fell vpon his ſhip, afterward when a Lampe was 


lifted vp, ſuch as they vſed in myſticall ſacrifices, and he directed his courſe 
fowarde 75, whether the Marriners oꝛ Sea men were bent moſte of all, 
it violentlye ruſhed againſt the ground as lightning ; Plutarche in 1.

Citie where the houſe of Manlius was, there followed a pꝛodigie vpon the 
deditation of the Temple, like to the olde wonder of the hill 4/447, fo: it 


rayned ſtones, and the day became night, where vpon holy dayes were bid- 
den: neyther did the kindꝛeds of the Remanen make prayers to the Gods 
bonlp, but allo other people their neighbours, That yere the people paſſed 
iudgementes againſt Uſurers,to whome the £a-/c- appoynted dayes, but 
the-peere following, warre began with the Sa--:re5 a nation very mightie 
both fo2 their wealth and armes, which warre immediatelye cauſed: an 0- 
ther moſt grieuous warre with king Pirrhus and the Ai ricanet. Linus 
and Iulius een Chapter 22.

Jn Abiſaria countrey ot Iadie, in the time of Alexander the great, it is 
well known, that there were Dꝛagons bꝛought vp, one eighty cubitslong, 
an other a hundꝛed and foꝛty cubits long, as it was repoꝛted foꝛ a troth, by 
the Ambaſſadours that the king ſent thither, and Onelicritus a waiter of 
wonderfull thinges reco2deth this matter: but if it bee not likely to bee 
true, it ſhall not ſeeme a wonder, if thou reade that, when Regulus 
made warre in file, the 29ave Douldyers flue- with their Engines 
(whoꝛling of ſtones) called-Bal#/72, at the riuer Bagrada a Serpent of 2 © 
fote long, whoſe (kinne was after to be ſcene, whercof after warde J will 
ſpeake in his place out of Tuberon, Liuie and other authoꝛs. 

Alexander the great conquered the T hebanes and vtterlye deſtroyed 
them, paſſing thꝛough 4/74 with his armye,topned battaile with the Peryi⸗ 
an; at Gran:cum and ouerth:ew them, he ſubdewed all the countrey as hee 
went, euen vnto leis, he flue alſo Darius with his whole armye at //a, 
the mother, wie, and the two daughters he friendlye intreated. 

Alexander the ſonne of Phihp king of Mucedenta a Realme in

Greece firſt called Æ mat hia, now vnder the Turke, became a valiaunte 


Conquerour, in his childehode bꝛought vp by Ariſtot le, ut the age of twen⸗ 
tys yeares he enterpꝛiſed to conquere all the wozlde , fy2ſfe gate 
1 nowe called Slums, ſubde wed Greece, vanquiſhed Darius 

E. j. e king 
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King ok Perſia, and had his mother, his wife and daughter pꝛiſoners, being 
of ſingular bewtie, notwithſtanding he refuſed to company w them. A rare 


vertue to be found, In twelue verres he bꝛought the whole woꝛld into ſub, 


iection:it is ſayd that he fell to laſciuious life , c afterward was poyſoned at 
Rabiten being at his death little aboue 33. yeeres olde, which was afoze the 
incarnation of Chꝛiſt 22. teres, as ſome waite, whole een diffe⸗ 
reth from Licoſthenes as appeareth. 

Alexander king ol Macedonia the valiauntell that euer was, when 
he foncht in India in bꝛandiſhing his weapon, he ſeemed to caſt fo2th a light 
vpon the Barbarians, t to beare aftrange ſight befoꝛe him. Alex. of Alexan, 
Lib.z.Cap.20.Contra&tus maketh mention of this voyage. 

In the Temple of Ceres Theſmophora, wonders were ſeene contra, 
ry to thoſe which appeared befoze the battayle ol Leactra, fo2 then ouer the 
Temple gates, the ſpiders did weaue a white webbe;but a black webbe a 
little befoꝛe Alexander and the "Macedonia entre the Countrey , It is 
ſayde allo, that in the Countrey about Athen, it raigned aſhes, the peere be⸗ 
ſoꝛe that Sylla by making warre vpon them, did great annoy , whervpon 
Caſlander the ſonne of Antipater,b2ought home the 7 Hebanes, which A- 
lexander had now banithed,and were liedde to eArhens, Pauſanias in dis 
ninth bote. 

Alexander the Matedvian did here and there remoue his Tentes 
and his Armie in Syria, e eipt and in other countreyes , vnaccuſtomed ta 
him, by reaſon ofthe difficultic of plates: in the daye tyme vppon the ſo⸗ 
dayne ſhowꝛes falling vowne bꝛoke offtheir feare, and by mopſtning the 
lande, allapde ad2outh not vſiall: and when theſe! were ſettled, there — 
loweda ſ werte gale of WWynde;and a pure apꝛe: afterwarde when th 
Guydes had loſte their confuled limittes; and nowe began to go out ay 
way, their companyons being ſcattered · chꝛough ignoꝛaunce of the place, 


there appeared Rauens oꝛ Crowes flying betoze them , ſhewtng them 


the waye, and ſtaying fo2 them following ſlowly after,and which is muche 
moꝛe to be wondꝛed at, Chithenes Wziteth, that in the nighte time with 


their noyſe and tries, they called to them that went aſtraye, to followe the 


ſteppes of their companions, Plutarche in Alexander, 


Ads alexander had a Crowne ſet vpon his heade being at Sacrifice, 


and hadde offered acco2ding vnto the cuſtome : a certayne By2de, of the 
kynde of them that are vſed to the pꝛape, fiping by the altar, a ſtone 
which by chaunce he car xed in his Talons, fell downe and ſtrake him vp- 


on the heade. Arrianus in his ſecond boke of the noble acts of Alexander 
the great. There was in thoſe days a great Eclipſe of p Pwne, wherefoꝛe 


Alexander appointed ſacrifice to the Sunne, to the Pone, and likewiſe to 


Tellus che varty; of which they repozte the Eclipſe is cauſed ; and when 
1 Ariſtander 
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Ariſtander beheld this thing, he affirmed that the ¶acedonian and "5A 

ander fhould haue god ſucceſſe,and that where as Alexander was to fight 
with Darius that moneth that the entrailes ofbeaſfes which were opened 
foꝛ ſacrifice, pꝛomiſed Alexander the victozie ; Arrianus boke third of the 
noble Actes of Alexander, &c. When Alexander the great oucrcame 
re, in warre, in the ſiege 02 aſſault ot the Citie there were ſe&ne terrible 
wonders,fo2 in the Citie, when they began to blowe the fire with the bel⸗ 
lows, ſtreames of bloud ran thꝛough the fire, and when the ſouldioꝛs bꝛake 
b:cad in their tents, dꝛops of bloud therein ſodainely appeared, with which 
ſtraunge token Alexander being affraide, was chered by Ariſtanden the 
Southſaier, who ſhewed that this concerned them of Ye, ſeeing that the 
bloud was within, not without. Sabellicus ke. 4, Encad. g. Alſo Polidor 
Virgill third Boke. 

As Alexander was going from Media fo Babilon, Rauens flying aloft, 
and fighting together, feli in his ſight do wne to the ground, ſome being ſoꝛe 
hurte and almoſt toꝛne in peeces. As Apolodorus ruler of Babylon was al⸗ 
ſo ſacrificing foꝛ the king, the liner appeared without a head, and one whom 
they knewe not, hauing a crowne and Ropall robe, vppon the ſodaine ſat 
him downe in the ſeate ol eſtate, ſaying that Serapis tommaunded him ſo 
to doe, who at the bidding of the Auguries was immediately put to death: 


Alexander being affraide with theſe ſtraunge tokens, beganne to ſuſpect 


the Goddes and men alike, and moſt of all Antipater, whoſe Sonne Caſ- 
ſander he taking by the hayꝛe, had daſhed againſt the Wall, bicauſe he bes 


holding the Barbian wozthipping the Ring as a young man, lately come 


from home, had not refrained frõ loude deriding laughter, Sabel. 6 Encad. 
And when on a time his tentes were pitched, by a certaine violent floud of 
water, about the ſecond watch of the night, the floud being increaſed with 
ſodaine ſhdw2es,ran with a ſwift courſe ouer the fieldes, that it twke + ca- 
ried awap many childꝛen and women, which hardly followed the army to- 
gither with the Rings ſtuffe, carriage, t beaſts that bare 4 dꝛew burdens ; 
thoſe alſo being ſaued with much a doe, which were in the tentes, in loſing 
a great parte of their armour and munition, and very many alſo as they 
were going, hauing ſtoꝛe of water, thꝛough heate and thyꝛſt, and lor ſears 
of ſcartitie to tome, they being filled with to much dꝛinke, gaue vp þ gholt. 
Arianus in his ſixth boke of the Actes of Alexander the great, Wh? Alex- 
ander led his armie into the Countrey of Cabar, and had now trauelled foꝛ 
two dayes ſpace in cloudie weather x a foule tempeſt, the thirde day riſing 
much moꝛe cloudie, couered p whole face ofheaue with hoꝛrible darkneſfſe, 


lightnings flaſhing out among, there enſuing a craſhing with firie beams, 


and with afoule tempeſt dazelyng the eyes, and diſmaying the minde of 
the Souldio? 8, then a thicke haple ſhowꝛe vehemently fallyng, dyd ſo ans 
nope the armie, that euerye one in the ou where hee ſkode , 9 — 
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himſelfe with his armour fell flat to the grourde, lame hong faſt to the 
ſtemmes of trees, their limmes in the meane tyme waxing ltiffe fo2 colde, 
and many as they hong about the trers, loking one to another were founy 
dead: in that Wilderneſſe the moſte part of the armie had bene deſtroped, 
vnleſſe hz had gone about from man to man, to encourage them, with 
much ado lifting vp the benummed bodies from the ground, and wanting 
ſtrength to continue their tourney : and vnieſle at the kinges commaun⸗ 
dement fy2es hadve bene made immediatelye oucr the whole deſarte, 
with the whiche the Soulviers beeing refreſhed , by little and little, 
feife their foting,and went to their Enſignes. Sabel in his ſixte Boke, 
2 Wea! 4. 

When Alexander the great had pitched his Tentes by the riuer Ox, 
ame let his Pauilion with Images, wee reade in Alexander of Alex 3

on a time the Tentes of Wonder the great were fo2tified by a mere oz 
great ſtanding water, and the Bouldpers betoke them ta their nighte 
reſt, at the firſt ciſing of the Mone ſhyning, vpon the ſodayne, Scoꝛpions 
without number, turning vp their ſtinging tayles and going fo their ac- 
tuſtomed watering, came togither to the Tentes: there ſollowed theſe 
ſtraunge ſightes a great number of the Serpentes called Ceraſtz, and 
of others let with diucrs colours, foꝛ ſome hadde redde ſcales, and ſome 


uere frencof black and white tollour, and ſome gliſtering like Gold, there 


was nothing but hilſing among them, which made the Mac eder iaus not a 
ittle afrayde:but they did ſet p front of their Tentes full ol Bucklers, and 
helde long ſpeares in their handes, with whoſe armed heads they th2uil 
thoꝛo v the hurtful Beaſts, ⁊ manp they ſlue with kyꝛe, which thing putte 
them to a great plunge al molle foꝛ two houres, And the leer ſoꝛte when 
they had dꝛonke, began to go away, and the greater Serpentes, to the 


great toy of the armie, went from whence they came, Then aboute tic 


thy:de hore of the night, when the Macedinian, hoped to haue ſome ref, 
there came creſted Serpentes with two and thꝛee heades, as bigge as pil 


gf 
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of Pounkaynes thereby, fo dzinke water ;furrowing the grounde {t ith 
their bodyes and ſcales:there came out of their bꝛeſt the heads with clo⸗ 
ven tongues, their eyes ſparckling with venome, whoſe bꝛeath was allo 
peſtilent, the Mlacedontan, fought with thoſe moꝛe than an hower, loſing 
twentie flaues,and thyꝛtie Douldyers, After the Serpentes were gone, 
Crabbes oꝛ Lobſters of an vmmeaſurable greatneſſe, couered as it were 
with the Skinnes ol Crocodiles, came vnto their tentes, which Monſters 
were ſo hard to be pearted, that no y2on could enter them, many were bur⸗ 
ned and got into the mere, and when the Souldpers being in their tentes, 
thought that they ſhould be no moꝛe troubled, beholde there came herevp⸗ 
on white Lyons, to be compared to the great bodies of Bulles, and no leiſe 
late at night great Bozes,Lynres, Tygers, and ſearefull Panters fought 
with them, and when they were chaced away, a kinde of Battes, as bigge 
as Nigeons, did greatly annoy the armie. Poꝛcouer a beaſt of a ſtraunge 
kinde, greater than an Eliphant, did appeare, armed with thꝛer hoꝛnes in 
his foꝛehead, and hauing a head of a black colour, like a Hoꝛſe, him doe the 
Indian tearme Odanta ànd when he had dꝛunke, he beholding the Tents, 
ſodagnely ſet vppon the Douldpers with great vyolence, neither was he 


dꝛiuen back with the heate ofthe fyꝛe that was beioze him: at the ouer⸗ 


thꝛowing of whome, ſixe and thyꝛtie Souldpers were ſlapne, and 3 Fau⸗ 
chenets lemiters were quite marred, and with muche adw, at length the 
beaſt being deadly wounded, died.

In Greece when 16, haruef men had ſent one of their ſeltowes to fetche - 
water, he found at the fountaine a Derpent who claſping about an Cagle, 
choked hir, being intangled with verye ſfratght wꝛethings: the harueſt ma 
hauing a ſickle hoke in his hande, boldly going foze ward, cut the Serpent 
= aſander, and let the Eagle go frie:when afterward vpon the filling of hys 
pet with water, he was returned, he gaue euerye one or his fellowes a cup 
full to dꝛinke, and immediately when he alſo went about to dꝛinke, the Ea⸗ 
al: was at hande, whiche toke the cuppe from his mouth, and calf him far 
of: whileſt the harueſt man did maruell hereat, and repꝛoued the Eagle 

whiche her knewe wel, and thoughte to accuſe hir of vnthankefulneſle to 
his fellowes, he ſawe them falling downe here and there to giue vppe the 


Ghoſt, wher vpon he perceyued that both the water which they had dꝛonk, 


was infected with poylon, and that he was deliuered ol daunger, and very 
plwkainely acknowledged the god turne to haue bene wel beſtowed vpon the 
byꝛde. Crates the Philoſophor of Pergamum , hath at large ſet foꝛth this 


ſtoꝛie, which Steſicorus hath witten in Grecke verſe, and hereof Pierius Holy letters. 


Valerius maketh mention in his. 9. bake of hys Hierogliphes. 

There were ſeene ilflauoured and cruell pꝛodigies at & ome, foꝛ the Tem⸗ 
ple of $4/-- was reaued aſunder with a thunderbolt, part of the Citie wall 
at the ſame place was ſtricken from heauen, th:e wolues befoꝛe day entc- 
ring the Citie, bꝛought in a tarkaſſe halfe eaten, and being afraide of p noiſe 
of men, leſt it ſcattered abꝛoad in the Parket place. At Forma the Walles 
with many flaſhes of lightning were burned on euery ſide and rent aſun⸗ 
der. In the territoꝛie of Caſenum vppon the ſodain, a flame bꝛeaking out of 
an open gaſhed Cane of the earth, burnyng th: dayes and thꝛer nightes, 
did parch to aſhes fine Acres of grounde, in conſuming vtterly the fruite⸗ 
ful ſappe, ſo that it waſted, not only the toꝛne, but alſo the trees down to the 
rote. This peare the Piſentines became enimies a freſh, and pꝛocured the 
Romaines againſt them, Liius Obſequen s, Oroſius, Vincentius 40. 6. Cha. 
23. 

When Sempronius the Conſul, led his army againtt the Piſentines and — 
that both armies ſtode directly the one againſt the other, within the caſting 


of a dart, ſodainely with a feareful noyle the earth ſo ſhoke , that fo2 the a- 


mazedneſſe ol the miracle, both armies were ſoꝛe afraide and aſtonped, but 


immediately they ſetting fozward to fight, the battaile was ſo ſierte, that it 
map be ſapde, that the earth woꝛthyly recetued the bloud of ſo manye men, 


and trembled with feareful lowing, ſoꝛ that they continued their deſperate 
Cv, fight, 
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fight, tonal the ſhaken and dꝛeadeful noyſe of the earth, in which conflicts 
- notwithſtanding, the Ko-aes{few of themeſcaping) had the victozie: Lau- 
us and lulus Oblequens.

When Flaminius fought valiauntly agaynft Hannibal, at the lake 754 
e minus the buldiers going to fight, there was ſuch an Earthquake, that it 
ouerthꝛew great partes of many Cities, it tourned riuers out of their ſwift 
courſe, foꝛ it ouerthꝛew the high toppes of mountaynes with a great fall, 
which pꝛodigies although they were very ſoꝛe, yet none of the that fought

when they indeauouring themſelues many wapes, began by little and a 
tle to martch fozeward,and that veryefewe lightes were kindled, they be 
ing comfo2ted in minde , remained in that place where they were takin 
tardy, ſoꝛ two dayes ſpace:afterward when all were vnwilling and as it 
were heſieged, they pitched their tents vppon Apeninus in the meane time | i

one part of the Altar, where vpon he aſked Poſthumius the ſothſaper what 
it poꝛtended, who anſwered, chat he ſhould couragtouſly ſet vpon the tents 
of his enimies, whiche he did, and obtayned the victoꝛie: and this Was the 
foundation of his future power. 

When sy lla did on a time ſacrifice, the liuer of the beaſt was ſapd to 
haue bozne the ſhape ola crou ne of Laurel in his vttermolt parte, u hiche 


was a maruellous foꝛetokening ot hys enſuing happineſſe. 
After that Lucius Cornelius Silla had carried his armpe out of Italie, 


verye many tokens were ſent from heauen to M thridates king of Pontus 


about Pergamun a famous Citie of Ai the leſſe:but eſpecially a crowned 


Image of victozie , whiche the Citizens of /ergamum let dow ne vpon hym 
from aboue with certaine Engines, when the Image had almoſte tou-

couered his fozmer geuernmtt in Pontus | Beibborm beyond Mæotis with 


out any letting him. Another of his ſonnes called Aſarathe, ſubdued wyth 
a great army / race and Nlacedonia: and other Cartaines hauing areate 
armies bꝛought other places vnder his dominion. Ol che which Archelays 


being exceeding mightie by ſea ( foꝛ he was admirall) bꝛought the Jlands 
' Cyclades into his ſubiection, and ſubdued all the reſte whiche are betwerne 


Malea and Eubæa, where vpon he enticed all the people to reuolt from the 
Greckes,from Athen to Theſſatra. 
Pompeius Sylo being carried in triumphe into the Zown Bouianum 


which he had taken, ſhe wed to his enimies the lucke of victozie,bicauſe the i 


triumph was commonlye bꝛought into the Citie conquering, and not into 
the Citte conquered:in the nerte conflict he loſte his armpe, and himſelle 
ſiaine. M ꝛodigies appeared to Mithridates , going about to make warre a 
gainſt his league friendes. Foꝛ in dtratopidun, Where the Conſul was wit 
to fit, Crowes liewe a Uulture in gobbing him with their bylles;vppon p 
fame place a great Starro came from heauen. The ſhape of the goddeſle 1- 
{is was ſeenc to ſtrike with lightning. When Mithridates Rindled the wad 
of the Furies, a great laughter was heard, but noting bas ſcene. Then 
at the tommaundemente of the ſothſayers he ſacrifiſed a virgine to the ſu⸗ 


ries . A laughter riũng out of the Paydens thꝛoate troubled the ſacrifice, 


The nauic of Mithidates in 7% lia was by the Remaines loft in battelh, 


when CEinne and Mar: thꝛoughe the ciuill warre were ſoze at variaunte. 


at km in the tentes of Cneius Pompeius the Elemente ſeemed lo fall 
down, weapons and Images were ſtricken with lightning, ſouldiers were 


ſlaine, and Poinpe! himſelle being blaſted dyed, The people toꝛe his heade 


in peetes, dꝛewe his bodie with a hoke,bycauſe in the ciuill war he woulde 
not helpe his Countrey being in perit, when he had the higheſt rule and er⸗ 
coeding greate power . When Sv Ile alſaulted“ Puæum, one of his 
ſouldiours carrying ſtones and turtfe to builde a bulwark,was killed with 
lyghtning The fothfaycr made arniſwere, bycauſe the heade ol him that 
was ſlaine laye towardes the towne, that it did ſignific that the Rowan 
th:ough long labour would enter and haue the victoꝛie. 

Not long after Athens and Piræum the hauen were taken e 
when hum was burnt by Caius Fymbria when the Temple of Miner- 


ua was ſette on fire, among the rnines a verye auntient Image ffode v1 
touched and did foꝛeſhew hope of the Townes reſtitution. In the territo⸗ 
rie of Modena two Mountains mette togither afaylingone another with 
_ greate nope and going backe, a flame of fire and ſmoke iſſuing out from 

them 
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them to the Element, with which meeting of the two mountaines, all the 
Farme houſes were deſtroyed ,-and muche cattel that was betweene was 


flaine.

Comdus the Centurion is 
ſapde to haue bene a myꝛacle in the war againſt the people arc bytauſe 
he carried a cup vpon his helmet, ſomtime raifing a flame, ſometimes put 
ting it out.

Pitarch reco2deth that the night befoze Cz1a: paſſed ouer A vbices he dꝛea⸗ 
med that he ſeemed ſodainely to rauiſhe his Mother, whiche dꝛeame others 
wꝛite did happen to him in Spaue at what time he was Queſſoꝛ, and that 


the interpꝛetours did tel him that the time ſhould come, when the Earthe 


(which is the Pother of all) ſhould be vnder his dominion:but i hat mar⸗ 
nellons ſight ſoeuer he faw, it is not ſo notable as thole were which were 
done 92 repoꝛted to haue bine about the Citie. Fo2 it is wꝛitten that it ray⸗ 
ned bloud, that the J mages ofthe did lweate, that many places were 
le had a Colte. And Czlar going 


him the tribunes of the people that were dꝛiuen out of the Citie, who ve⸗ 


ing ſerne among the fouldiours,llyzred greatly the minds ofthe ſouldiours 


to renengement, 

-- Cxfirentred eme with foure triumphes: was created Conſull the 
fourth time and continual Dictatoz , taking on him the Monarchie of the 
whole Empire, hauing ſubdued Pompei in Spaune at Munda after whych 
battaile Cæſar finiſhed thoſe ciuill warres whych during the ſpace of fine 
yeares troubled the whole woꝛld. And fo2 as much as in all reſpectes of 
nature he wanted not the ſingular K which became ſo great a Con⸗

heade, ſaide that he woulde not put hum on againe beſoze that whyche :

Sundꝛie copnes had Cz ſar, as appeareth in the boke tituled The treſurt 
of Hubertus Goltzius ec. of gold, ſiluer, and bzaſſe, which if time permitte 
hcreafter,thou ſhalt ſe a rare dilcourſt. On whatfoeuer copne thou ſeeſt the 
letters thus (et C. P. M. D. ter. Cæſar, Pontifex, Maximus, Dictator, ter. al⸗ 
ter ſuch ſazt the moſt antiquittes were coyned. 

Allo the reaſon how thele coynes came to light, is by the moze hetde⸗ 
fulnoſſeof menne nowe than in times paſte , that finding vnacccuſtomed 
places of burials haue ſought and found as now is ſet fo2th, | 

At Rome the Dunnes were ſcene whiche by little and little mette 
inone cyꝛcle. And among other ſtraunge ſhewes that happened in the 
Moꝛlde, an Dre ſpake in the fields neare to dme, ſaying to the Plough? 
manne, that he laboured in vaine, foz ſhoꝛtlye you ſhall not wante cone 


but men, Immediatelye Anthony made Marre agaynſte Cæſar Augu- 


tus. 


wayen the Romaine: after manye wozthye actes had determyned to | 


honoꝛ Czſar as a God, at a daye appointed when he ſhoulde be honozed he 


comming into the Senate did ſacrifice, but in the ſacrifice which he offe- 
red the heart was miſſing, wherevponalthough the ſothſayer hadde ſayds 
that it foꝛeſhe wed godlucke to Cæſar, yet it happened otherwiſe „ fog 
when hee came into the place where the Senatours late , to receiue his 
decrerde honour, he receywng 33, woundes died. . 

Cæſars murder was ſignifped befoze by many ſtraunge wonders, faz 
the weapons of the God Mars which at that time he kept after the cuſtoms

to the Iudgement. 


of the fo:efathers,made a nopſe, Dion Nicæus in Ceſar. 

Certaine wonderfull tokens and Pꝛodigies wente befoze the deathe 
of Iulius Ceſar, foz perchaunce it is vnmerte in ſo greate a calamitie to 
make mention of ſtraunge lightning, ofthe greate noyſes that in the night 
were harde in manye places, und of the ſolitarie byꝛdes that came into the 
Market place of Rome. But Strabo the Philoſopher wꝛiteth, that very ma- 


uy firie men appeared, and that there was a Souldiours ſeruaunte from 


whoſe hand role a greate flame, whiche they that beheld thoughte that the 
manne ſhoulde be burned, but after that it was out, it was manifeſt that 
he had no harme. Moꝛeouer when Ceſar offered ſacrifice, the heart of the 


beaſte ſacrifiſed coulde no where be founde, whiche doubticfſe was a hozri- * 


ble P2odigie , fo; it is certayne that no lyuing creature can be without 
a heart. Furthermoze many haue wꝛitten that a Pꝛophecier told him that 
in the Ides of March he ſhoulde take hcode of a greate daunger. That daye 
when Ceſar wente into the Senate he byd that Philoſopher god moz⸗ 
row, and cauilling wyth hym, ſayd,the Jdes of Marche are come: to who 


he aunſweared with a lowe voyce, they are come indeede,but they are not It elces are 
pet paſt, The day befoꝛe ſupping with Marcus Lepidus.when fitting at the che cight daes 


folowing the 
fir ſt fiue day es 


in certaine 


# great ſhowte annſwered, a death vnloked foꝛ. Afterward he ſlerping by his montbes. 


Table he ſubſcribed certaine letters accoꝛding to his manner, there aroſe 
a certaine diſcourſe which death was beſt: he pꝛeuenting them all with a 


wile, (as the cuſtome is) al the doꝛos of his Chamber and windowes were 
opened, he being ſoꝛe troubled with a great noyſe and the light, ſoꝛ p Bone 
did ſhine, perteyued that Calturnia was in a deade ſlerpe, and vttered in 
hir fleepe vncertaine voptes and quauering ſighes, fo2 ſhe thought that he 
wept whom ſhe embꝛaced ſlaine in hir armes. Some doe ſay that this vi⸗ 


ſion did not happen to the woman, but as Liuie recoꝛdeth, befoze Ceſars 


houſe a certaine Chappell appeared like to a handeſome and comelye

tombe, and ſet out accoꝛding to the decree of the Senate. Calturnia in hyꝛ 


dꝛeame ſeeing this pulled downe , ſeemed to lamente and weepe erceding- 
lye, wherefoze when the daye bꝛake, ſhe beſoughte Ceſar vpon hyꝛ kners 


that if it might be he would not goe foꝛth, o2 at leaſte woulde deferre the 
Senate: but if he made a ſmal accounte of hyꝛ dꝛeames, he ſhoulde en⸗ 


quire the euent of the thing, by other Diuinations and ſacrifices;Plutarch 


in the life of Caius Ceſar. Among the chief e notable pꝛodigies ſome do rec- 


ken a blaſing ſtar ofa hoꝛrible greatneſſe which appeared ſeuen days alter 
his death with an erceding bꝛightneſſe and great feare to all men: Moꝛeo⸗ 
ner the light of the Sun was beſet with a dimneſſe, ſoꝛ al that pere p globe 
ol the ſun was pale and roſe without bꝛightnelle, and ſent from it a weake 
and llender heat, whervpon enſued vntemperatneſſe of the ayꝛe, and an ex⸗ 


terding rawneſſe of al kind of fruite. Plutarch in the lile of C eſar. Plinic in 


his ſecond boke Chap. zo.

Aethen by the la ve Iulia inhabitauntes were bꝛoughte fo cu to 
builde vp Farme houſes, they ouerthꝛew very auntient monuments, and 


they were the moꝛe deſirous to do it, bicauſe in ſearching they foud certain 


vellels ot old woꝛke. In a table of bꝛaſſe ina tombe (wherein Capts pbuil, 
der of Cu Was ſaide to be buried) was founde this ſentence wꝛitten in 
greate letters and woꝛdes, Whenſoeuer the bones of Capis thoulde bee 
vacouercd , it ihoulde come to paſſe that the ſonne of Iulius ſhall bee 
ſlaine by the hand of his kinſtol ke, and immediately ſnould be reuenged 
with the great deſtruction of Italy Which thing leaſt a man might think 
it fabulous and fapned, Cornelius Balbus Cæſars moſt familiar friend re⸗ 
coꝛdeth. Not many days befoze, the flocks ofhozfſes which in paſſing oner 
the riuer £«4:con he had tonſecrated, and had let go at large wythout a ke, 
her, he had founde to abſtaine from their Paſture molt wilfully, and wept 
ercædingly. And the ſwthſayer warned him that he ſhould beware of daun⸗ 
ger that ſhould not paſſe the Ides of Parch, | 

And the day befoꝛe thoſe Jdes,a great by2de called Negaliolus between 
whom and the Eagle is great hoſtilitie, came into Pompeis Senatehouſe 
with a little bꝛaunche of Laurell, whom byꝛdes of diuerſe kindes purſued 
out of the nerte wodde, and there tare him in pieces, but that night befoꝛe 
he was murdered, he ſeemed in hys ſleepe to flye aboue the claudes,+ other⸗ 
while to ſhake handes with lupiter And Calturma his wife imagined that 
the toppe of the houſe fell downe , and that hir huſbande was flaine in hyꝛ 
lappe, and ſodaincly hir bed Chamber doꝛe opened of himſelfe. A hundꝛed 
dayes befoꝛe his death lightning fel by hys ſtatue oꝛ Image in the Parket 
place, and bꝛake his Capitall letter C. foz his name wꝛitten oner:the ſame 


day that he wet into the Capitol, letters were deliuered him, that bewzay- 
ed hys imminent deathe, whiche when he was ſlaine, were funde in his 


hand not yet opened. 
Caius Octauius by the teſtamẽt of his father Cæſar, at Brunduſium made 
hunſelfe one of Iulius ſtock, And when the third houre of the day he entred 


into Rome with a huge multitude about him, the Dun being ſhut within a 


{mall compaſſe of pure and clearc element in the cyꝛcle ofp vttermoſt line, 
in maner as the bow is wont to bend in the cloudes, he enuironed it. At the 
playes of Venus Genetriæ which he made befoze the colledge, a blaſing ſtar 
riſing vnder d Noꝛth ſtar, at rj. of y clocke turned al mes eyes vnto the be⸗ 
holding therol, which {kar bycauſe it appeared at p places of Venus, it liked 
him to cõſecrate p roial crown, to lul. woꝛthy of diuine remẽbꝛãce. The c<- 


ſtancie of Cæ hauing ſuffered many things thꝛough p mõſtrous malice of 
Ant o. heing Cõſul was ſtoute to reſiſt. Ther wer man erthquaks. Ther 


ert many things ſtricken w lightnings vpon p ſea, by þ ſoꝛce ofa whirle⸗ 
winde an Image which M. Cicero by the decree ofthe people had ſet vp be⸗ 


foe þ chaãtel of Mincrua p day befoze he went into baniſhmet, hauing his 
members 


to the ludgementi 
members lcattered lay flat on his fate, his ſhoulder, his armes, and his head 
5 were bꝛoken, which did poztend no god to Cicero. Tables of bꝛaſſe were 
pulled out of the Temple of Faith with a whyꝛlewinde. The two leaued 
Gates of the Temple ol Opes were bzoken, Trees were pulled vp by the 
rotes, and many houſes were ouerthꝛowne. Abarning Tozche in the E⸗ 
lement ſermed to goe weſtward, A notable ſtarre ſeemed to burne fo; ſe⸗ 
uen days. Thꝛee Sunnes did ſhine, and about the lower Sunne a Cro r ne 
like vnto an eare of wheate gaue light into the Citio, and atter warde te

Sunne being b2ought into one Circle, tho light was faint fo: manye mon | 


| thes. In the Temple of Caitor tertaine letters of the names of Anthony 
and Dolobella being Conſuls were ſtamped, by the which u as fgnificd to 
them both, the eſtraunging of them from their countrep. Bowling ol Dogs 
uus heard in the night time befo2e the houſe of Lepidus high biſhop:here⸗ 
by the great butcheric of others did fozethew'foule infamy to Lepidus. At 
Hafi N ſhoule of fiſhe was lefte vppon the ſhoꝛe by the ebbing ofthe Sea. 
The riuer of Po ouerſlowed, and comming to his courſe agapne;left on dey 
lande a great number of Wipers, After this the ciuil wars grew betweene 


Cælar and Antony. 
Octauianus Auguſtus after he had made league with Antony and 


Lepidus agaynſt the murderers of lulius beſoꝛe he tame to Rome with his 
armie, many ſtrange thinges were ſeene, by ths whiche their great power 
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and molt greeuous fall was ſhewed, ſoꝛ in Lepidus ſight a ſnake twined a⸗ 


bout the ſwo2de of a certayne Centurion, anda Wolfe entring into the 
Campe, came into the Lent of Lepidus being at ſupper, and embꝛacing the 
Table, ſhe wed his exceeding great power, but difficult in keeping it. But 
in Antonius fight there appeared a ditche flowing all aboute with milke: 
and harmony was heard in the the night, which ſignified great pleaſure of 


the minde,and by reaſon of it deadly deſtruction : but as ſone as Czlar had 


made league with them both: An Eagle ſtode vpon his Tent, and imme- 
| diafely llue two Crowes flying vnto him, which went about to pull the fe- 


F thersoffhis winges.UUhereloze it foꝛeſhewed his vico2y ouer them both, 
Furthermoze Xiphilinus in the bꝛeuiarie of Dion, recounteth that 


| many marueylous thinges are at large recited by Dion. which were ſzene 


in the times of Augultus Cæſar und Antony, and ſpeciallye at that time 


when Brutus and Caſsius went about to recouer the loſte liberty of the #-- 
| manes agaynſt Cæſar and Anthony: where Xiphilinus ſheweth this one, 
wherein he thinketh that the alteration of thinges was ſignified, to wit,

| After that Brutus and Cass us enioyning their Camps togither, made 
halte into Europe from Abidus à terrible ſtrange ſhetve appeared to Brutus

touching the euent of the Marre, andnowe perchaunte hadde ſeftled 


hys mynde to thinke ſomewhat of that matter „ while her was thug 
carefull of his owne buſinelle hee perceyued that one came in vnto him, 
and tourning aboute to the noyſe ( fo2 there was not muche Lighte, he 
thought that hee ſaws the · Image of an ouglye bodye ſtande by him) Bru. 
rus was moued at the hozrible ſighte of the Spirite, yet hee was ſo boldg 
as to aſke him what God oz manne her was, mozeouer what hee 
woulde haue 2 J am ( ſapde he in a hollowe voyce)thy naughty aw 
gell Brutus - thou ſhalte ſe me at Philip: then Brutus not being afrayde 
ſayde , J will ſe ther, and therevppon that ſighte vaniſhed awaye, 
Brutus aſking of the Boes that were in the Tentes, whether they 


naue any comming 02 going out, when they denyed both, hee full of | 


maruayle gaue himſelfe to reſt. 

The nexte dape as ſwne as he awaked , he tolve Cafrius of that 
ſtraunge ſhewe, he leaning to the reaſons of Epics didde deſpyſe it 
as vayne and of no eſtimation, And they not ſtaying long, within two 
dayes paſt their armies into Europe, aboute Nigrites and A uus, as Appi- 


anus wziteth, nert from Tul vnto the Hill Seriut ſuho ſubdued with the 


continuall courſe of vicozye all places that lap betweene, 
Norbanus being almoſt beſet by his Enimies, went from his Gar- 
riſon,and ſome notable ouerthzow hadde bene receyued, vnlefle Antony 
had holpen. . 

At Rome Malues ranne vp and downe in the Market place, which 
are Beaſtes not accuſtomed to the Citie. A childe new boꝛne ſpake. Some 
of the Images of the Gods did ſweate, others did bleede, vaine voyces were 
heard, and claſhing of weapons, running ol hoꝛſes and no man ſawe anys 
hoꝛſe. It rapned ſtones, and certaine ſtraunge thinges were ſayde to ba 
ſeene about the Sunne. Thꝛer Sunnes riſing at at once ioyned together in 
one, where vpon pꝛopheciers were ſent foꝛ foꝛth of Hetruria one of whiche 


ſapd that the common welth ſhould fall agayne to a KRingdome, and that all 


men as in times paſt ſhould be ſubiect, ſauing himſelfe alone, and ſo ſtay⸗ 
ing his bꝛeth dyed, When honours were appoynted foꝛ Celar and the Em⸗ 


pire againſt Antony, double entrayles appeared to him offring ſacrifice, 
god luck following him, 


When CayusPanſi was Conſul, the Image of Antonius on hozſeback | 


fell downe at his houſe , A barbed hoꝛſe running a pace in his ſighte fell 
dene. 

One of the people with the bloud running krom the Sacrifice 
gaue his hande to one that departed ſpꝛinckled with bloud, which pꝛodi⸗ 
mes were deadly, who immediately fighting agapnſt Antony was woun⸗ 
ded to death. Shewes of weapons and dearth wer ſeene riſ ng fro the earth 
to the Clement with a great noyſe.

The ftanderdsof the legion which Panſa left foz — Clts/ths 
med to be couered with Spiders as with long mouldineſſe.Jn Ceſars tents 
at the bꝛeake of dap, an Eagle lightedon the toppe ol his tent vpon the can- 
uas, after warde being ſtyꝛred vp by leſſer byꝛdes flying about him, wente 
out of light. A voyce was heard at Apollo Oꝛacle. Ind winter the woiucs 
were mad: in ſõmer no grain was cut down. When they which had ſerued 
a whole yeare in the citie, did earneſtly deſire p conſulſhip ſoꝛ Ceſar, a ter⸗ 
rible tumulte was at Reue when Ceſar bzoughte his Armye into the 
fieldes of Mars fire Uultures appeared to him: when hee wente vp in- 
to the Pulpette to ſpeake vnto the people, and was treated Conſull, ſire 


Uultures appeared to him agapne, which gaue ſigne to him as to Romulus 


being about to build a new Citie by diuination of Byꝛdes. When Ceſar, 
Antony, and ee wer r oor de was a n banityinent of the 


noblemen.

Atzagonwith two heads ras ſerne in Frirurla being 35 fotelong, which 
when he had ſpoyled many-places, was ffricken with lightning. The 3. 
mage of Antony that was placed ouer the hill Aab anus being of ſtone, bled 
much, by and by began the warre of Ceſar with Antony all whole pꝛoui⸗ 


ſion was better than the others, whiche two when foz 4 dayes ſpace they 
had fought togither at Acttum, where now Nicapol:s is, Antonies Souldy⸗ 
ers were ouercome, 


At come a Mule bꝛought koꝛth at the > gates , A Sertines bitch being 


dead, Was dzawne away by a Dogge. It was ſo light at midnighte, that 


men roſe to their woꝛke, as though it had bene dap, Jn the Territoꝛpe of 
Alutimia the Image of Marians Victorie loking towardes the South, of 
himſelfe turned tow arde the Poꝛth, at foure a clocke when theſe thinges 


u ere purged with ſacrifices. Chꝛte ſunnes wer ſerne about the thy2d houre 
ol the day, which by and by u ere dꝛawne into one compaſſe When the 


Latmes didde ſacriſite vpon we put Albanut blod ſpꝛang out of the grounds 
and from lupiters thombe. 


Caſzius and Brutus made warre in the pꝛouintes fo the ſpople of the 


Remanes league friends. Jt was noted to haue bene as a pꝛodigie, that Pub- 
hus Tiſsius the Paetoz by reaſon of viſſention put his fellow oute of office, 


and dyed within a ycare,fo2 it is manifeſt that none that toke awaye his 

fellowes office lived a peare:and thoſe toke it au ap, to wit, Lucius Iuni- 
us Brutus the Conſull,from Tarquinius Collatinus : Tiberius Gracchus 
from Marcus Ocauius Cecinna-Publus Tarquinm: from Publius Marul- 
lus:Tully from Brutus and Caſsivs. going about to make warre agaynſte 
Cefar and Antony Jn the Campe of Caſsus aſwerme of Wees did lighte, 
The place at the bidding di the Southſayers was ſhut vp, a trenche being 


caſt within A great number of Uultures and of other greate foule whiche 


fedde vppon dead carcafſcs,fiue to the armie. When a Boy was N in 
pompe ſoꝛ the woꝛſhip of vico2y,he fell out of the Pageant. At the ſacri⸗ 


ite ths Dfficer ſct ouerthu artly the Garlande of Bay vpon the bundels of 


roddes. Mhen Brutus Souldpers went into the fielde,an «£:4:pras met 
them in the gate, whome the Souidyers llue. Caſsius and Brutus u ere 
llayne. | 
That veare in the which Marcus Vipſanus Agrippa was Conſull, 
with Lucius © am (whome other called Caninius Gallus.) mam ftraunge 
thinges were ſpoken of in the Cittie „ but ſpecially that very many Del- 
phines friuing togither died at Ap. a towne of 79 that in the ſame 
Toune it rayned blood, and it is wꝛitten that the ſame immediatelye was 
bꝛoughte by the byꝛdes into diuers quarters. Further moꝛe, that bꝛoughte 
great pleaſure fo Octauius, which happened to Liuia which was the Wife 


ol Cet. ſoꝛ an Eagle caſt a white henne into her koſeme, whiche tarried a 


Laurel bꝛanche whereon there were berries. Which ching ſoz as W 
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it ſeemed to ſignifie ſome great matter: Liuia had great care of the henne, 
and ſette the Laurell, which when it grew, it ſerued to make them Gar⸗ 
landes of Bape which triumphed after their gotten vico2y, The ſame pere 
Antonv came out of S:r:4 into /ra/ by reaſon of Sextus warre, who gaue 
 Cxlara great ouerthzow, Herod in Iudea toke Ieru alen and ſpent the reſt 
of the veare in ſubduing the pꝛouince. 

15efo2e the warre of Antony with Cæſar, it is certapne there were 
wonde ul ſtraunge ſhewes, doꝛ it is manifeſt that /n u a Citie not far 
from Iamdria, where Anton bꝛought people to inhabite, was cleane 
ſwallowed vp with gaping of the earth. At Alba a certayne ſtonye Image 


of \t51 did ſweat many vayes; and wy certayne men dꝛyed him her 


ceaſed not to lweate. 
At Patræ While Antony Was there , the Temple of Hercule being

ſtricken with lightning fell on kfpꝛe. At Athens after the Giantes fighte, chaiz.. 


Bucchus was ouerthꝛowne with the fo:ce of the winde, and fell into the 


Theatre: The ſame tempeſt onerth2ew the great Images of Eumenes Colloſſa 


and \tta'us which were at Athens being alligned vnto Antony and which 
_ is, thoſe alone among many other were ouerthꝛowne. Mo2eoner alſo 


12 ſhippe of Cleopatra which was called Antonias had a hozrible token, 


5 w3eaſwallowes had built their neaſtes vnder the terne, others came 
_ after them, which dꝛiuing out the firſt by koꝛce, deſtroyed their neaſtes. x -

Jn the warre agaynſt Ce lar and Antony, Marcus ſab other hozrible © 
pꝛodigies, and beſides others, a certaine Eagle full of Bees, and alſo he ſaw © 
the arme of a certapne Tribune of the Souldyers ſodainly flowing with a 


the Realme ot. 
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wonderfull ſweeteneſſe of a Roſtall ſmell, which when many had wiped a⸗ 
way, pet it ceaſed not:they reco2de alſo, that two Cagles in the middle ſpace 
betwene both the armves met befo2e the battaple and foughte together, 


which when they ſaw all gone to ths light, chere was hearde ſodaynlpe be- 
twcene them a ſilence:it is a very great matter + almoſte incredible. They 
ſay not withſtanding that the Eagle which came on Brutus ſide gaue back, 
and fled away, immediately followed the moſt vnhappy ouerthꝛow of Bru- 
tus after which he ſiue himſelfe: This witneſſech Publius Volunimn« the 
Philoſopher, who at the beginning went a warefare with Brutus, and ont 
of the ſame Plutarch. 

In thoſe daves beyonde Tiber, a Fountaine of Dylc ranne oute of an 
Inne, and foꝛ a whole day ranns with a very great ffreame, At this time 
the true Empire of Auguſtus began, in the which the ciuill Marres were 


ended wherefo:e the Snate added to Octawus the tearme of Augutitus, fo: 


his ſuccelle and happineſle in exployting of matters. This gathers Functi— 


us out ot Orolius, Euſebius and ene notwithſtanding 1 in the com-

: There was a great Earthquake in Iadec, wherin 3-000 men were loſt, 

Ioſeplius Boke. Chapt. 7. of the Jewiſh war. When that Antony and 

Cleopatra were vanquiſhed and put to flight at Accium the Kingdome. of 
Agipt came into the dominion of Auguſtus and was made a pꝛouince to 

the Remanes. 

In : Agip a ſhoure not only of water but alſo of blod fell from hea, 
uen, in which Countrey not ſo much as dew fell befoze, Poꝛeouer, a Dꝛa⸗ 
gon of wonderfull greatneſſe,as ſwne as the Aegptiaus law him, by and by 
hiſſed wonderfully, 

Starres alſo were ſcene, which the G-eeke-s call commets: the like, 
neſſe of dead men appeared, and the Images ofthe Gods were heauye, fy, 
nallye the Aegiptian, God Apis, ycelded great and miſerable bellowinges, 
and ſhead great plentie of teares. The ſame yeare Octauius Cæſar oners 

comming ànteny ſubdued all A4 p, made it Tributarpe, and appoynted 

Cornelius Gallus to gouerne it, he triumphed ouer the Aegiptians at Rome, 

and ſet the Oꝛnamentes of Queene Cleopatra inthe Temple. 

When Nlarcus Antonius had in vayne challenged to a ſingle Com- 
bate Cæſar, agaynſt whome he made warre: the ſame night after, when 
it was now almoſt. midnight, and all were hulht, he being exceeding care- 
full and penſiue by reaſon ofthe feare of that which ſhould happen, ſodainly 

they repoꝛt that certayne harmonies ofa! kynd of inſtruments were heard, 
and alſo the ſhoute as it were of certayne companyes making a noyſe with 
Gngingand Satyꝛicall dauncing,and they ſay that this was from the mid⸗ 
dle ofthe Cittie to that gate which was by Cæſars Tentes ; at length that 
companp was ſcene to go out though this gate with a great ſhoute, and 
immedpately Antony being paſt all hope, when in vayne he ſought to haue 
his ſeruaunt Erus to lay him, he cruelly killed himſelfe. 

After that Octauius Cæſar was ſurnamed Auguſtus ſodaynly in the 
night ſeaſon he had no ſmall pꝛouiſion : foꝛ 7H“er in ſmothe and plain pla⸗ 
ces of the Citie role ſo hie, that men might row in them, vpon which thing 
the pꝛopheciers foꝛetolde that Ceſar ſhould moꝛe and moꝛe increaſe, © that 
the citie ſhould altogether be in his ſubiection. Wherefoze Auguſtus didde 
thoſe thinges moꝛe cherefully and diligently which concerned the Empire, 
as though it had bene geuen hun by the conſent ol the Gods and men, 

In the time of Ai:guitus Ceſar a whale 20 fate bꝛode, but thꝛice fo long, 
and in al things ſ auing the head, being very like a woman, was bꝛoughte 
out of the Oetean ſea into the countrey of Lion in Fraunce. 

In the tyme of Augultus raigne a tertapne woman called Fauſta one of 
the common people of O/ia bꝛought foꝛth two boyes and two gy2les,which 
u ithout doubt did poꝛtend the kamine which followed,

Under the hill Apeninus at the farme of Liuia, the wife of Ceſar , the earth 
trembled with a great moumg, A to2ch appeared burning in heauen from 
the South to the Nozth,+ made in the night ſeaſon a light like vnto the day. 
The tower of Celars Gardens, at the gate Caulina, was ſtricken with light- 
ning. The Germanen being tirtumuented by the ambuſhmentes of the Ko- 
mane, were greeuoully vered vnder Marcus Loſius being Ambaſſadour. 

Draſus the bꝛother of Tiberius being ſent agaynſt þ Frenchemen which 


inhabite beyonde the Keine, in taking all things that came in his way, went 


as far as the riuer bus, where a certayn woman ol no common greatnelle 
is layde to haue met him, and thꝛice to haue ſayd: Whether goeſt thou co⸗ 


uetous and vnſatiable Druſus, thou canſt not ſee all theſe thinges by thy de⸗ 
ſtiny, Wherefoꝛe depart, foꝛ the ende of thy life and of all thy buſineſſe is at 
hande. Wherefoze Druſus although he retourned as warely as coulde be, 


pet he fell ſick and dyed by the way, 
| JjnG-moy in the Tentes of Druſus aſwarme of Bees lighted vpon 
the Pauilion of Hoſtilius Rutilius Barthall of the Fielde,ſo that it imbzas 
ſed a Coꝛde ſtretching oute, and a Launce pitched vp befoꝛe the 
Tente.

Chꝛiſte went vp with his Parentes to Jeriſalem at the Feaſte of the Ea: 
ſter Paſſouer, and was founde diſputing among the Doctonres , both hea⸗ 
ring them and poſing them, and all that hearde him maruayled at his vn⸗ 
derſtanding and anſweres: what other thing he did vntil the 30, peare ol his 
life, the Euangeliſts make no mention. 5

after that Hadrian the Emperour had honoꝛably buried him, he rckoned 
him among the G O D DE S, There was a Citie called after hes 


name. 
Manye and diuerſe ouerthꝛowes, partly from heauen, partely riſing

fourteenth daye befoꝛe his deathe he beyng at Go/ar:a attoꝛding to hys c1- 
ſtome woulde not refrayne from d2inckes no2 bloude lettyng . Where 
fo:e beeyng taken wyth the moſte grieuous diſeaſe of the Flire, 
and conſumed euen to the bones, being yet vnmindeful of hys health, he

There was a greate verſecution i in A/a wherein beſide infinite o⸗ 
thers, We read that Policarpus, Pionius, ᷑ Iuſtimus the Philoſopher were 
trowned with Barty2zdome , when Marcus Antonius Emperoure ok the 


Romaines gncountred the Quades with a great battaile, great ſtoꝛe of raine 


and fire fell from heauen among them as they were fighting, of whom 
ſome were refreſhed with god and freſhe water, and ſome were cleane

In the time of Antoninus the Emperour, immediately after the cru⸗ 
ell perſecutions of the Chziſtians,there was an huge Carthquake, and the 
often oucrfiowings of diners riuers were ſeene many times: After theſe 
followed a great petilence, which farre abzoade ſpoyled manye p2ouinces, 
and chiefly /:a/,,whichit ſo walled, that cuerye whore Farme houſes and 
groundes lay without tyllmen and dwellers, Co conclude, there was no 
relle in any place from the warre: But thꝛonghout all the Ealf, /i, Jah 
and France the war wared maruellous hote : a hugeſwarme of Locuſtes 
imn-diatly followed the loꝛmer peſtilence , wherewithail the groundes 


Jin diuers countries were annoped. Marcus Aurelius the bꝛother of An- 


tonmus, and the Emperour making warre in Germanic and Ruſſia, were 


in danger thꝛough ouermuch d2owth ; the ſouldiours were dziuen awape 


with often lightning, and with fiers falling from heauen, 

Afer 1 death of Aurelius ànd Antoninus the Cmperour, Smirna a 
Citic of fel downe with a great Earthquake, fo2 the repayzing wher⸗ 
of, tame peares tribute was foꝛgiuen them. So greate a plague folowey 
in Kome. that wel nere the hoſt of the Romains was cleane deſtroyed. 

There was f ſo great a peſtilence thꝛoughout the whole woꝛlde, that 
the Romaine armies were almoſte bꝛought to an vtter deſtruction. Pozeo/ 


uer earthquakes and ouerllowings of waters did afflicte mankind and the 


whole woꝛlde that vnleſſe Marcus Aurelius and Antoninus Pius the 16. 
Emperour of the; Romanes, had happened to redꝛeſle theſe milchicfes,the 
UR9inzine Empire had bin ouerthꝛowen. oꝛeouer Locuſtes hurtefull to 
the grounde, didde feede vpon meddowes and fielves , Jn thoſe dayes the 
ſeaſons were 18 daungerous and very Climatericall, 

Me reade in Herodian, that in the time of Com modus Stars were 
ſcene all the day long, and that ſome did ſtretch in length, haging as it were 
in the middeſt of the apꝛe, which was a tokt᷑ of a cloud not kindled but dꝛo · 
uen togither: fo2 it ſeemed kyndled in the night, in the day when it was far 
off it vaniſhed au ay. There kollowed a great flanghter of the Parthiant 
by the mule of Comodus and not by his vertue. There vppon aroſe the ct 
uil warres, fiue Emperours being llaine in one yeares ſpace, thze in the 
ſielde, to wit, Didius, lulianus, Peſcenius Niger, and Albinus, two by tre 
cherp 92 guile, t wit, Comodus and pertinax. 

At eme Lightning fell vpon the Capitoll, and a great fire encreaſing, 
the Libzarie and all the houſcs neare it were burned. Zh2ee peares after 
Comodus the C Emperour ew many. And immediatelp, to wit, in the pere 


ol dur £929,195, in the houſe of Velli ianus he alſo was ſtrangled. 


There appeared certaine pꝛodigies in the Element:againe ſtarres in 


the daye time contin: en appeared. Pozeouer, all kindes of lyuyng . 
| creatures 
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to the Indoement, 


creatures not keeping their nature were bzought fozth with a pꝛodigious 
figure of their body, and with viſagremgmembers: and as this exceeding 
hapnous matter mado men to ſoꝛrow foz the pꝛeſent, ſo loꝛ the time to come 
it made all afrayde with a moſt wicked diuination, ſoꝛ whereas there were 
no ſhowꝛes noꝛ clowdes, but only a ſmal earthquake went befoze, whether 
it were with the fall of lightning in the night tume, oꝛ whether it were ol 
ſome fpꝛe, as it were rubbed out in the moning of the earth, the whole tem 
ple of Veace vpon the fodayne was conſumed with kyꝛe, which wozke alone 
truely was the grrateſt of all that was in the citie cc. 

The day befoze lulianuo the Einperdur was (lapne by the Yen, 
when in the night he roſe to ſatr iſice, he ſaw fire deſcend from heauen, and 
when he aſked the pꝛophetiertz wohat it meant, they made aunſwere that her 
ſhoulde deferre his departure at leaſt fo2 one day which he did not ſo muche 

deſpiſe as he was tontpolled to doe, by reaſon that his vicuals didde fayle 


him, foꝛ his Coꝛne was loft by ſhipw zack: but the fpꝛe falling from Wea⸗ 


uen didde alwayes ſignitte deſtruction and great miſery, whether it was 
becauſe it came from thoſe-cauſes, 02 becauſe it was engendered of toꝛrupt 
vapours , the armyes were greuoully annoyed, and the people dyed. The 


ſame day that Pertinax dyed the P@arrificer not onely miſled the heart ofthe 


Beat ſacrifitev, hut alſo the Liuer. 8 
Thꝛee dayrs befoze Abus Pertinax the Emperoure of the Romanes 
tras ſlain, he ſeemed in a viſion to ſ a man in a ponde, that greatly troubled 
him with a ſwoꝛde, and the ſame day that he was ſlaine they ſay the images 
which commonly appeare in the apples of mens eyes, were not ſcene in hys 
eyes, and when he offered ſacrifice at the temple of Lares, the Satrifice ſe⸗ 
med {fill to be quenched, whereas the fatte Calues were wonte to bee in a 
flame,z as it is ſayd befo2ee,the hart 6 head was not found in the Sacrifice, 
No:couer the Starres by the Sunne appeared in the dax time very bꝛighte 
the day befoꝛe he dyed, 

Mhen after the death of the Emperour Pertinax, IE by ſubtilty 


and craft had gotten the Romane Einpyꝛe, and that the Citizens roſe ſediti⸗ 


ouſly agaynſt him # befoucht the helpe of others againſte a Tiraunt and a 
manqueller, the firſte daye of Januarte vpon the ſodapne there was ſeene 
thꝛee ſtarres about the Sunne, ſo b2ight,that all men ſayd they ſignified 1u- 
lanus deſtruction, which came to paſle, foꝛ by Albinus who had the gouern⸗ 
ment of Exglaude, by Scuerus Who had the gauernment of Pœonia, and by 
Niger who had the gouernment of 57-a the common wealth was deliue⸗

bad foꝛetold, neuer returned out of Bram. 

When on a tyme Diadumenus the ſonne of Macrine the Emperoure 
walked in the fieldes, an Cagle twke away his Cappe, which he putts vpon 
the heade of an Jmage of a certayne King, Immediately Opilius Macrinus 
Præfectus Prztory cheefe officer about the Emperour,as Captayne of hys 
Garde, after the death of Bais:anus , with his Donne Diadume nus helde 
the Empyꝛe foureteene monthes onlye, and both were flayne by the army.

That pero Gordianus the ponger being a bop of 13. yeres old, 
was coupled to the Empyꝛe, and when the Marini were ſlaine by 
the Souldiours at Aquileta, theſe two being created by the Senate, in the 
Sedition of the Soldiours were llayne not long after, who hadde to name 
Cupienus & Aibinus, and when they were dead Gordianus was Empe- 
ro2 nyne peres, the yonaer of that name. ro 
When Gordianus was pꝛinte, the ſur ie was ſo notably eclipſed; that by 243 
reaſon of great darkenelſe vpon the earth nothing could be done at al with⸗ 
out light: and in his raigne there was ſo ſoꝛe an earthquake, that tertayne 
Cities thꝛough a ſodayne gaping of the earth were ſwallowed vp, together 
with the people, Capitolinus retoꝛdeth this, whiche J maruaile Eulcbius 
hath oucrſlipped, who diligently doth intreate of theſe ſtrange things. TUh# 
tidinges came of the death of Gordianus, the Senate appoynted Varcus to 
beEmperour,aman of ſingular grauitie and wiſcdome, whoa few dapes 
after he toke rule in hande dyed, In the tyme of the Emperoure Decius 
(agreenous Tyꝛant agapnlt the Chꝛiſtia: ns)! when after diners Perſecuti⸗ 
ons Decius was come to Eye amid the Cittie he builded a temple, com- 
pelling all vnder payn of death to doe ſacrifice to Idols, and ſo greate a feare 


inuaded al men, that the ſonne denied the Father, and the friend his feliow:

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in the ſame Citi ſeuen cheefe gentlemen of the Emperonrs palace, to wit, 


Maximmus Marcus. Martituanus Dioniſius, Seraphion , Iohn and Con- 


ſtantine diſpiſing the idols,and keeping themlelues cloſc at home, fell to fa⸗ 


and ſpeaking together in 
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ſting and pꝛayer, and being accuſed to Decius they deuided their patrimony 
among the poꝛe, where vpon they taking aduice together, withdzew them 
ſelues to the Pountaine C402 and determined there to hide themſelues vn 
till the end ofthe perſecution, whome one ſerued which bewzayed to otherg 
the furie of Decius, and b291 iht them bꝛead, wherwith they being refreſhed 
as God would haue it, fell a ſlerpe. De. 
cius commaunded the mouth of the Caue to bee ſtopped, to the ende they 
might ende their dayes with hunger and thyzſte. The bodyes of theſe Par: 
tyꝛs thus ſhut vp in a Caue, were rayſed by God to confute the errour riſen 
among ſome that denyed the reſurrection of the dead, who afterwarde ſpakg 
to the Emperour Thcodotjus.and many others, and witneſſing the reſur- 

rection, they ſlept in peace, Bet wirt the ſecond and laſt yeare of Decius wn, 
to the th2e& hund2edninetic and ſixt yere of Chꝛiſt, at which ſeaſon Theodo.

Drrachium fell with an Carthquake , it made Nome nodde fo2 thi 
dayes and thee nightes,and it greeuouſly troubled verye manye Cities of 
Campania. 

There was a great Eclipſe of the Sunne, that pere the Chꝛittians had 
amiſerable conflict in the night ſeaſon wyth the Per/iavs at Smgara; the 
Perſians boſieged NVicihis, and toke B:2.abde and Amide. The high Biſhoy 


ok /heruſalem dyed, The ſeconde Counſell of Nice aſſembled by the Ary- 


ans agaynſt the Chꝛiſtians, was this yeare bꝛoken vp by an 


in Cylicia, after the death of Leoncius toke the ſeate of the Biſhop ofthe 


Church of A4»r-0c4.and openly bꝛought into the Church the Yereſy of Arms 


in opꝛelling the right beleuers. Pozeoner when Conſtantus the Empert 
was abſent, and made war in the weſt parts, Eudoxius delte pzinily wyth 


the noble men of the palace that Sinod of Biſhops might be affembledat 
Nice hoping that it night come to paſſe that the Arrians being aſſembled 
in this meeting together with one conſent woulde condemne that confeſſion 
which befoꝛe was ſet fozth in the ſame Citie, and that from thentefoꝛth by 
pꝛoteſſe of time, the foꝛmer concluſion being taken aw ay, vnder the namen 
the fapthof Nice this latter might be in eſfimatid, but God who hath a care 
of his Church, did ſone cut off this miſchiefe, fo2 when the Biſhops were 
come together, and were ready to intreate of the matter, ſo great an Earth 
quake ſhoke the whole: itie of Mc on euerp ſide, that a great part of the 
building fell dow many of the inhabitantes were ſlapne, with which 
milfo2tune of the citie, the Straungers being ſoꝛe afrarde, euery man went 
to his home. 

Nicomedia was quite ouerthꝛoinne with an earthquake, and fome of 
the Cities adiopning were troubled there with. Paulinus Biſhop of 71e 
being in baniſhment in gie dyed.

of the Gothes,perſccuted the chꝛiſtians euen in his own kindztd., Hiilarius 

Biſhop of Peyrcer+,and Euſebius biſhop of /c7/e//z died. Hillarius a noble 
Chziſtian,a greatenemy of the Artians who ſet fozth twelue bokes of the 
Trinitie, notwithſtanding his twice baniſhmentt; was the tirſt among the 
Catholiques that fet:fo2th Piminesand Uerſes, and there followed a great 
famine in Ehrigia.

When the Jewes ut the motion # bidding of lul anus were now defirous 


 foreſtoze the Temple at /eruſalem, they ſay that there aroſe a huge Carth- 
quake, which is ſaydefo haue bene ſo haꝛrible, that with the ſhaking therof 
it caſt ſtones from the very ſoundations, it leoſed the buildings p were nere 
to e flue a greate number of men with the fall of houſes: moꝛcouer when 
| immediately they tried to build it again, a fire ſparckling out from the very 
foundation, and like w iſe an other hanging ouer in the aire, is ſayde to haue 
| conſumed moꝛe than the earthquake:moꝛcouer the fire falliuig from heauen 
did quickly bꝛing to aſhes their hammers, their grauing tles, their ſawes, 
Ares, Hatchets, and what thing ſoeuer the woꝛkmen bꝛought thither merte 
fo building, which fire burned ſtertely a whole dap:beſides this, there was 


5 other myꝛacle, foꝛ the night following the Jewes garments themſelues 
were marked with ſignes of the croſle, faſhioned like beames of the ſunne, 


 whercfo2e all had their Garmentsas it were garniſhed with ffarres # ſette 


out by the (kill and cunning of weauing:and when this was lerne the nerte 
day, they went about to wach away and wipe out the markes ofthe Croſſe, 
but they pꝛeuailed not. Agayne a greenous Earthquake vppon this calf out 


and ſcattered the reſt of the ſtones from the foundation. And alfo a certapne 
cruell fozme ariſing,caryed the lyme vp into the ayꝛe, whereof there was 
an infinite quantitie, and diſperſed it all abꝛode, like wiſe the fire which ſo⸗ 


daynly crept vp from the lower parts, did in a moment alſo conſume an in⸗ 
fimte number of people. 

When lulianus Apoſtata the Emperour went vnto Thrace,when he 
tame to the mountains of that countrey, at that time when the ſfars called 
Vugile wente downe,after the vintage, the vines ſpꝛang vp with buds and 
frehe Grapes,and a dew out of the ayꝛe was ſo ſpꝛeade vpon him and his 
tompanp, that enery dꝛop vpon their Oarmentes repꝛeſented the fozme ofa 


Croſſe: Moꝛeouer by the vnripe Grapes was ſignified pꝛodigiouſlpe his 


bntymely and ſhoꝛt Empyꝛe, and the Croſſe didde poꝛtende that the doc · Nor 


— of the Cyziſhans was nne that all men ought to be marked 
herewith. | 


When lulianus the Apollata going about to make offring ſlue a wiemne 


krificethe ſigne of the Croſle,enuironed with a Crowne, is layde to haue 


LJ, appeared 
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appeared therein, which made them not a little vfrayde that attended vpoy 


him,ſuſpecting that the power of Chꝛiſt and our'voctrine ſhoulde laſt. ſoꝛe, 


uer,becauſe the'crowne was a ſigne of victozy, and the Circular foꝛme ta 
king his beginning on euery fide and ending in it (ele, did poztend that it 
ſhould haue no end. 

There was an Carthquake ouer all the Wozlve,the Sca ranne oyer 
the bankes and the Cities of Sicilia ànd of many Jlandes, and innumers 


ble people were deſtroyed , Procopius who at Conffantineple take rulciy 


hande by foꝛce, dyed at Yhrigia, and verye manye that toke his parte were 
flayne and vaniſhed. Damaſſus was ozdayned Biſhop of the Romilhe 
Church and immediately certayn Biſhops appoynted Vrſinus,he& with his 
complices inuaded cmum, by whome the people that toke Damaluy 
parte, aſſembling together,moſt cruell murthers of diners ſeres were con 
mitted. 

Moſt ſubſtantiall authoꝛs doe teſtiſie that there was in the times of Va. 
lentinianus and Va ens the Emperoꝛs, almolt in al the world an exceeding 
great Carthquake, wherin was this to be noted, that the water being flong 
awap, the depth of the ſca lay open, and what vallies and mountains therin 
lay oꝛ had not ſcene the ſunne, were then diſcouered, with the ſame violence 
ſhips were remoued euen vpon the houſes of le xandria. Amianus Marce. 
unus ſaw one foꝛeſpent with 3 2000. paces of by Met hone a tity 
of Heloponeſu now called 4 done. That yere Valens made war vpon Pro- 
copius who excerciſed tiranny in 5:1:»4.

was great and ſhining by reaſũ of her glittering beames, and a great num⸗ 


ber alſo of other ſtarres by little and little dꝛue neare her, if a man had feene 


that ſight, he would haue compared it to a ſwarme of bees, which fler round 


about their Captaine, and that light which came from them all as it were 


from the violent daſhing of the one agaynſt the other, mired together and 


became one flame, and ſhining with a certaine terrour, became altogether 


like a greate and hoꝛrible two edged ſwoꝛde, foꝛ where as the other ſtarres 
were ſeene altogether (and one) and that alone which firſf was ſcene didde 
appeare altogether as a punmell to a handle, and after a ſoꝛt did pcelde all

At this time there was a great FA wonderful earthquake, which with 
out doubt exceeded al thefozmer in greatneſſe, ſwiſtneſſe, and continuance 
ol time, loꝛ it laſted ſire months, and ceaſed not at tunes, but ſhoke al thing 
with a contumalt miduing, ard that ntmoſt᷑ thꝛoughout the whole Wozlde, 
in ſo muche that not one ye in the Citfie. of Conftantmeple the Towers 
fell do une headlong, and the Utallin dyners places was bꝛoken, but 
alſo all the Buildinges which wree about (her ſoneſuu, whiche they call 
Nlicrenric hes, fell quite downe, and in euerp place innumerable buildings 
of great woꝛkes and Temples fell to wꝛacke: this Earthquake allo touthed 
Atexardriy in . pt but being moꝛe fo:cible at Antioche didde cherlelye 
bꝛeanr in preces h moſt goꝛgedus wozkes þ were to be ſene, and there hap 
pened innumerable chances, not only by lande, but alſo by ſea, ſoꝛ in ſomt 
place the earth chincking ſwallowed vp many ſtreates in townes and Ul,

lucceeded him in the kingdome. 

In the raigne of the Emperoꝛ Theodoſius . in the third veare of y con- 
lulſhip of Arcadias and the fecondof Honorius, in the Eaſt parts in the pꝛo⸗ 
vince of Yaſeſtme at à taſtle of Enaus there was boꝛne a perfite boy deuided 
from the nauill vpward;ſo that he had two bꝛeaſts, and two heads and eue⸗ 
p one his ſenſes, one did eate and dꝛinke, and the other did not eat: one ſlept 
and the other watcht, ſometimes they llept together, they played one with 
another, and both wept and ſtrake one another: they liued almoſt two peres

There fell great Haple at deere and in the ſuburbes the zo. 


of September and the fourth daye after the hayle, Eudoxia the Empl 


dyed, as Socrates watteth in his tripartite hiſtoꝛp. 

At Rome a woman of a Giantes greatneſſe boꝛne of parentes ofa mean 
ſtature made many to maruaple. The H andales by the tondudte of Croſcus, 
ranging guer Hance deſtroyed many Cities and churches, 

Gunas that moſt valyannt 0, who inuaded the Empire of the Ne 
mano with a great armye, when he went about to ſacke and vtterlye to de⸗ 
{roy Cort ant trgp te becauſe Arcachus Emperoꝛ of the A omane. woulde not 
build thevin a Temple toꝛ the Arrians a Starre repꝛeſenting a Swoꝛd dg 
poꝛtend that anbuſhment, which was erceding ſhining (the like of whom 
was neuer wꝛitten of befoꝛe to haue appeared) he ſhined ouer the Cittie am 
ulmoſt touched the very earth from the top ol the element. That pere when 


ume Was beſieged and ſpoyled by the Golhes, Alaricus being their Cap 


tapne, ſo great a murther was committed, as no age knew the like ſithe the 
MWoꝛld hegan:that Starre alſo hauing the ſhape of a ſwo2d, foꝛe went that 
deſtruciion, foꝛ not onlye the Souldyers were llayne, no2 thele miſchieles 
were in dne part of the Wozld,but all mankinde was hewed in perces, and 
all Europe went to wꝛack, no ſmall part alſo of i was bꝛoughte to cov 
ful on, and a very great part of Africa, but cheefelye that which was tribu⸗ 
tary and ſubicae to the Komanes , ſoꝛ the Swoꝛde of the barbarous Enne⸗ 
mies didde mowe a greate multitude, and famine and peſtilence and 
llockes of wylde Beaſtes conſumed the ret, Furthermore greate Carth⸗ 
quakes didde quite caſt to the grounde Cities and houſes, and bought mas 
ny to ineuitable deſtruct ion. 

In manpe places allo the earth cleauing aſunder,becawe a ſpecdy and 


a voluntary Sepulcher on the inhabitautes . -Pozeouer, the fylthineſſe > 
rayne water, with other fierye dꝛoughtes, and with ſong the fall of light 


ning cauſed a dinerſe-and an vnſufferable calamitie ., Further moꝛe, in 
many places Hayle was ſtene to fall bigger than ſtones that one maj? 
calt with his hand, wer: Wing wah ee W Walke To = 
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clude, the aboundaumce of Snowe, and extremitpe of colde deſtroyed 
manye, whylſte others liued in other quarters. All whithe thinges did 
ſufficientlye pꝛeache beloꝛe hande Gods heauye vilpleaſure, all whiche to 
recounte one after another were tw harde foꝛ a manne to doe. Weſides 
all this there was ſo greate an Eclipſe of the Dunne, that the Starres 
were ſone euen at none dape, after whiche where followed ſuch a dꝛouth, 
that after a ſtraunge loꝛte manye menne, and other liuing Creatures dy⸗ 
ed, and when the Dunne lapled, a certapne ſhypring appeared alſo in tl 
Elemontei za Maring the foꝛme of a: Creito of an Helmet, oz Dugerloate, 
deodde befidatly, and ſharpe towardes the toppe, whiche ſome igno- 
taunte menne called a Comet, and a bearded Starre, loꝛ nothing that 
was in it was like a Comet, neyther hadde it a beatvye bꝛighteneſſe, 


F noꝛ was it in any poynte like a ſtarre, hut ſæmed to be of it ſelfe as it 


were the flame of ſome great Candell, neyther didde anye of his beames 
beare the foꝛme of anye Starre:his mung alſo was diuerſs „ -foz that 
Lighte beganne to mwue on that ſpde where the Sunne atyleth by the 
Kequinoctium, and going awape from thence by little and little, by 


the laſte Starre whiche is placed in the Tayle of the Beare „ healde 


his courſe ta the Weaſt, and after. he hadde raunged ouer the Ele⸗ 


ment moꝛe than koure Monthes, her vanyſhed away.

This mpꝛacie allo foꝛeſhewed greate Marres, and wonderfull 
death of men. And here vpon there beganne to be Carthquakes, whithe 
without doubt could not be comparcd with them that were befoꝛe. Wlith 


he Carthquake alſo fpꝛe falling from heauen, as if it bꝛake aſunder, cut 
ff menne krom all hope of ſafetye, vet it didde them no harme, foz Gods 
godnelle by ſending a ſtrong wind, and by ſcattering the fpꝛe on every ſide 
datt it into the Sea:then a man might l& a new ſighte, the ſurges them⸗ 
lelues, euen as it were certayne regvons of the Sea, ta burne exccedinglye 


vntill that the flame was cleane guenched in the Wafer, When in manpe 
places of the Earth there were ſuch great Earthquakes, the ceelinges and 


| coneringes ofthe houſes ſeemed to be pulled aſunder one from another, with 


ſo great a noyſe and craſhing, that they which were within in their houſes 


| ddplain!y behold p element w their eres, and after this maner of bꝛeaking 


they were agapne lo ſitly ioyned together, that they gaue no man anye ſig⸗ 
nication ot ſo ſtraunge a thing:the ſau t alſo happened in many places to 
Dhippes and pauementes of houſes.

Scillics aſpiring the kingdome of Honorius the Emperour 
thꝛough his ſonne Tucherius bꝛed deſtruction to the common welth, ſome⸗ 
times bꝛinging in barbarous nations into his countrey,and ſometimes che⸗ 
riſhing them by his conſent, where vpon their cruelty, and cheefelye of the

dings, that wer lifted vp alot, ſa did it onerth2ow in the lower places thoſe

In the time of Conſt antinc the 4 Cmpero?, immediatelp after the ſirte 
general counſaile of Con: FEargimople the Mone was eclipſed, and almoſte at 
the ſame time the ſunne was eclipſed, nere about ten of the clock of the day, 
the fift day of the Noncs of Pap, and immo diatelp there followed a moſte 
greeuous peſtilence, which in thꝛee months made ſuch a ſpo ple, that euen 
fathers with the ſonnes, ⁊ the bꝛothers with the ſiſters, being ſo by couples 
put on the beares, were at o caried to burie. In like ſoꝛt alſo it ſpoyled 
at cinem in ſuch ſoꝛt that all the Citizens fled to the tops of mountaines, 
and hearbes and ſyꝛubbes grew in the Parket plate, r in other ſtrectes of 
the Citie. Moꝛeouer the ſame vere Muhamas the Amira 02 king of the S

There was lyꝛe lene in the Element, Luitprandus king ok the "FE 
hardest beſieged Rome, thꝛough whiche feare Gregorie the Pope ſente foz 
helpe to Charles the ſonne ol Pepin. The Saraſens innaded Fraunce agayn, 
and poſſeſſed Au nion by treaſon, Mar tellius twke the citie by fo2ce, 4 cha 
ſed aw pe Athinvs king ofthe Saraſens, 

Aboute this time died Fridefwida, a holy mayde, boꝛne at Oxfirde, 
the Wal ler of Duke Didamus. whome king Algarus ſecretly loued but 
not honoſtly. Folowing h her to the Citie of Ox fords, the Payde haſting to 
ſaue her virginitie, entred the Citie, after whome the Gates ſhutte fail of 
themſelues, and the king was ſtroken blinde, not able farther to purſue, 
notwithſtanding at the pꝛayer of the Maiden, his ſight was reſtoꝛed ſo that 
the king euer after durſt follow no moꝛe Maids to Oxford. There be ſome 
Countreis in the wo lde, that il the Pagiltrates ſhould be ſo handled, there 
woulde be very few found that had their ght, from whole euill enſample, 
the inferionr ſoꝛte are become abhominable,Policron Bk. q. Chap. 24. 

There was a huge E arthquake at Con*tantineple the ſeuenth daye of 
the Halendes of ouember, which onerthzew Temples and Monalleries, 


and this quaking laſted a whole peare.? Hope Leo dyed the fourteenth daye 


of the kalendes of July after whome Zacharias ſucceeded, 
When Conitantine was Emperour aſhes fell from heauen. Con- 


ſtantmus the fourth day of the Nones of Pouember, twke by fozce Cu- 


ſtar :inople and put out the eyes of Art: 1bazdus 4 his two ſonnes.

They 
were not ſcarſely vaniſhed awaye , but there aroſe a greate fyꝛe, and well 
neare all the Citie with the Church was miſerably burned, and the none 


day was turned into night. The Normans ſpoyled F/aunders and many o 


ther places: ſo greeuous a famine waſted Ge, that the Parentes de⸗ 
uoured their own childꝛen to kill their hunger. 

About the end of the Empire of Lothay who was duke of Saxony, a 
tertaine woman bought ſoꝛth a monſtrous byꝛth, to wit, in the ſhape of a 
man and a dogge, hauing their bodyes perfitely ioyned together, the backe 


being fy2mely ſallued to the back, Immediately the Emperours death en⸗ 


ſued. 
The fifteenth peare of the Empy2e of Lothary there was a huge earth» 


quake, p apꝛe was firangely diſtempered, why21winds,haile,tempeſt,and 
great lightning fel fro heauen on diuers countreis, tu pᷣ great diſtonunodity 


ok al men, certain men alſo were conſumed with lightning, their Garmits = 


notwithſtanding being vntouched:and this peare the Emperour deuiding 
his kingdom bet weene his ſonnes, renounced the woꝛld + became a monk, 
and Lewis his ſonne being befoze annointed king by Pope Sergius began 
to rule. 

at Treuere in the high church and the Cathedꝛall place of the Biſhop a 
Dogge was ſeen thꝛice in his ſeate, whiche ſodainlye vanithed awaye. 
at Mogwnce the fyꝛſte daye of Januarie was a greate earthquake, whiche 
duerthꝛe we the Temple of Saint Vcban ,and the walles ofthe Citie in di⸗ 
uers places. 

The 2. pere of Lewis Emperoꝛ of the N at Colone p; -vf yp kalẽds 
of Detober, whe at p riſing of a tẽpeſt the people fiedto y cathedꝛall Church 
of S Peter, ſodaynly a lightning like to a fierie dꝛagon, cloue ⁊ pearced the 
church, and deſtroyed 3. men in ſundzy places with one ſtroke, and alſo leſt 
lire other half dead with the ſame violence. 

This veare 4 Deuill miſerably afflicted the Citie of Alogunce ſoꝛ thee 
peares: this reuolte and runagate Spirite didde manye my2acles , her 
ſhewed many iuggling trickes, and greatlye annoyed the inhabitauntes: 
firſte being an idle Ghoſt he was ſeene of no man, but caſte ſtones at men, 
and knocked at their doꝛes:after warde that peſtilent and wicked Angell 


lurking vnder the ſhape ol a man, gau aun weres, be wzaved theſtes, and 
being accuſed he defamed enerybodye,be rayſed vp diſcoꝛde and pꝛiuie ha⸗ 


tred, by little and little he kindled and ſet on fyꝛe Garners and Cotages: 
but he hapned to be moze troubleſame tu one, than to others, he was al⸗ 
wayes by his ſide-whereſocuer he went, and burned his houſe, and to 
the ende that he mighte ſturre vp all his neighboures to kill the innocent, 
the wicked foꝛger of lies auaunted that this place was infamous,

wing the winter was ſharper and longer than it was wont: there was 
ſnow and froſt from fy2it the day of Nouember,vntil the day # night were 
of one length in the ſpꝛing. 

So at the beginning of Sommer this peare, in Germanic Graſhoppers 
greater than the oꝛdinarie, as big as a mans thumbe , comming from the 
Caſt to ſceke foꝛraiue ſwde,flew towards the Meaſt, with fo great a noyſe 
of their wings, that they were thought to be other byꝛdes, and ſhadowed 
the Sun foꝛ the ſpace of fiue miles.

In th alſo a ſtone of maruellous creatneſſe;being caſt from heauen in 
a thunder and a troubleſome tempeſt, cauſed the beholders to wonder ex: 
cxdinglye: the ſame yeare in manye places Churches were ſhaken with a 
ſtrong tempeſt. Pꝛieſtes of both oꝛders were killed with lightning, and be 
ry many ſtrange ſightes hoꝛrible to be ſpoken were ſhewed. 

Then there was very gret ado in /-a/y, fo2 the diuerſe choice of Popes, 

many and terrible pꝛodigies happened at that time in ſo many companies 


of the Romiſh Church, and among them there fell a great ſtarre from hea⸗ 


zen, with a vehement deale of rayne, and the ſigne ofa bloudie croſſe ap⸗ 

peared on the ſodaine vppon many mens garments, which ſtrange ſhewes 
0: of things were interpꝛeted to poꝛtend ſome notable calamitie to the clear 

gie. on the wickedſt of all the Biſhops which were at that time, dyed the 
math vrare of his Popedome , other adde foure peares and ten monethes 
mo2e, Benedictus which was choſen in his place, was caſt out of his Apo 
like Sea. Othio being angry with the Komaines, woulde not heare the Em 
baſſado2s which were ſent from the Citie to deſire fo2giueneſſe, but began 
to ſpoyle all places about the Citis like an enemie, with the which terroꝛ d 
.Citic being ſubdewed, reſtoꝛed Leo, and Otho made the Citizens ſweare, 
taat they ſhould chaunge none of thoſe things which the Emperoꝛ had ap⸗ 
pointed inthe Popes affaires. Benedictus after he had bene Pope fire mo⸗ 
ncthes, was diſyraded, whom Otho afterward carried away with himin- 
to Germanic leaſt being leſt at Rome, he might be cauſe of fome commotid, 
Leo the eight of that name, who by the means of Otho was created Pope, 
and was caſt out of the faction of John the . was reſtoꝛed in the Empire 
of the ſame Otho and dyed the firſt pere of his Popedom, wherin this was 
notable, that in reſtoꝛing him, the law of making the Pope went fromthe 
people and the cleargie to the Emperour. 

There hapned an earthquake, and a Comet appered. The pere folowing

There were monſterous byꝛthes bꝛoughte fozth » bothmenns and 
35caſtes with two heades:houſe foule, Pecackes, hennes and Geeſe, went 
from Uillages, Farmes,Cities and houſes, into Wwdes, where they aby 
ding became wild. It is waitten in the chꝛonicles, that a Wolfe had eaten 
eee men. Al theſe pꝛodigies came to paſſe in the time of the Emperour 

Henry the fourth, all god plaine, iuſt, noble, and ſimple men haue lefte vs 


in writing, that the Emppꝛe of Antichꝛiſt then beganne:the whole woꝛlde 


was then out of frame with the ſloꝛmes of Marre: PMankynde was 
cuery where wꝛapped in the whyzlewindes of Meapons, they of the Eaſt 
and Weatft foughte togither, all men afflicted one another with woundes, 
The Normases,the Frenche; the Germanes, the Saxons, the Hungarian, 
the Lallans, the Engliſie, the Weaſt Chziftians, were euen wozne 
oute with varyaunce among themſelues and with ciuile Marre: The 
Greekes and the eArmerans, the Turkes and the Arabians, the Spu- 


niardet | and the Saraſers, the Afrars and the Africanes, mette to- 


gither with mo2tall Enſignes. Jeruſalem was twice taken and twice 
deſtroyed, There were greate floudes,and much barrenneſle, dearthof 


Coꝛne, famine, and peſtilente, men were toꝛmented with ſtrange diſeaſes, 


with fire, with flame, with inui üble heate, and dyed without any mark of 
burning. 
The i. pere of Henrye the . the Emperour, on Chꝛ iſtmaſſe euen there 
was a huge Earthquake at ſeraſalem and the ſame vere the inhabitantes 
of Veruſalem vanquiſhed a great number of the Jnfidels with a glo21ous 


victoꝛpe. Poꝛeouer two Oabes appeared, like the Sunne in ſhape and 
light, giuing foꝛth beames ot᷑ all coloures like the rainebow. Ring Henry 


doth perſecute the Aan his father;after two months ſiege he tobe and 


ſackt /Vorerburge. 

The fiftith pere of Henry the fourth Emperour, the firſt daye of ys 
Nones of Febꝛuarie, a Comet was ſeene fo2 a dap, from a clock till o. s 
it were a cubit diſtant from the Sunne, not long after, to witte in the firſt 
daye of the Ades of Febꝛuarie at Barum in Italy, Starres were ſerne in 


the Element in the daye time ſometymes as it were running together, 
and ſometyme as it were falling to the grounde.

with him at #/ore»ce vpon that matter, when it appeared that the man did 
leane to none other reaſon, thã that he might ſeme to be p authour of ſome 
greate matter, onelye admoniſhed him vſing this pꝛeaching, tu leaue of his 
raſh enterpꝛiſe. Pꝛiuie hatred began betwerne Colomannus and Almun- 
dus being bꝛothers: Henry the fift Emperoꝛ of Germayy, entring F/:unders 
agaynſt Kuberi beſieged Breſburg. 

Inthe Caſt many ſignes and wonders were ſcene in the Element, Fo2 
45, dayes and moze, a blacke Comet was ſeene about the beginning of 
the night to dꝛaw his beard in length, and agayn from the ſunne rifing vn- 
till thꝛee aclock, the ſunne ſeemed to haue on eche ſide a ſunne ok like great⸗ 
nelle, but inferiour in bꝛightneſle.

The vy. of the Jdes of July, 
fromth2ea clock till nyne, 4 whyzlewindes compaſled the citie al — 
from the ſoure quarters of heauen: a wynd allo thundered with great vio, 
lente, and waſhed the citie with much rain. The 2. of the Nones of Auguſt 


at the beginning of the night, when thunder was heard cuery where, and 


that it lightned often, the whyꝛle wind was ſo cruell at the Eitie Leodium 
that men being lifted vp from the pauementes, filled the Churches with | 
a ſoꝛrowfull company, who all the night bent themſelues to pzayer , but 
carlyc in the moꝛning lo great a fpꝛe did beſet them withſo great a flame, 


that al were afrayd leaſt they ſhculde be burned from aboue : after this a

There happened many and diuers pꝛodigies euery where, the number 
ol which cannot be remembꝛed:among the reſt this happened, that in the 
moneth after Whitſontide,a harp froſt afflicted the earth, wherwith trees 
and vines were wonderfully hurte. There were alſo feene many ſightes in 
the Sun and the Pone, in the Lo2dfhip of D-/e/cr. A bopes knee did ſwell 
erceedingly, which when it was opened there fel out grayns of wheat, bar- 
lye and otes, The Cmpero2 Henry the fiit ſubdued the rebellious Volan- 
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ders.An orcceding famine did wonderfully 22 5 Volaud amd the Countreis 0

The Winter was arte had tens acculiomes, and ouer rough 
and cruel! with heapes of Snowe , in ſo muche that many th2ough the

There enſued though the vnſeaſonableneſſe of the ayze a greate 


plague among men, and moꝛrayne among Cattaile. 


The Winter againe was here ſharpe, and the famine was ſo great

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th2ough the rearſitic of fruites, that many periſhed foꝛ hunger and wane. 
Jn Alban a poꝛe Woman bꝛought foꝛth a onſter wyth two bodpeg, 
the eies loking awayward, and body ioyned to the other, befoze ſtode the 
likenes of a man, hauing the whole bodye and Pember of a man, but bez 
hynde the face of a Dogge, haung lykewile the whole p2opertye of the bo⸗ 
dy and lpnunes. 

In the vyllage called Pr achbant;a woman bꝛought fo2th at one bpꝛth 
fower Boys: In the parriſh of Geblacce whileſt a certapne houſeholder 
mired coꝛne together foꝛ his ſcant and grinded it fo2 his houſholde, in the 
grinding the flower ſeemed altogether to burne, with a blacke ſtynche. 
That yeare the Emperour Hemy the fourth, putte from him his wyfe 
Matvida, the daughter of Henry King of E=glunde. And not long after he 

dyed of the diſcaſe called Dr acuncuius and Baldwine Ring of /er»//er: bes 
ing befoze taken by the Sa Zen, vpon the paine of es raunſome was del 
uered ſoꝛth of pꝛiſon. | 

An earthquake almoſt ouerthꝛew the Citie of Ye with a great ſlaugh⸗ 
ter of the people: The veare following Pope Honorius the. died, after 
whome lapocentm: the ſecond ſucceeded, Mathias Palme 

Hentye the kyꝛſte after many troubleſome diſquicts by the mcanes 
of Anfelme Archebiſhop of Canter 4#ric 4 Clergie, the one io2 depꝛi⸗ 

ning of maryed pꝛieſtes, the other fo2 inueffing of Byſhoppes, h. dde on 
a tyme thꝛe terrible viſions: The firſte was, of a greate multitude of 
uſbande menne of the Cotintrey, whiche appeared to ſlye vppon hym 
with theyꝛ Mattockes and Inſtrumentes, requpꝛing ok him his dcbte 
whiche he didde owe vnto them.

In 
the thyꝛde hee ſaw a compaiye of Pꝛelates and Churchmen th2catning 
him with thop2 Wt SuULors ſtaues, and fiercely appꝛoching vpon him, where- ⸗ 
op being diſnaydc)tna!lhaſte,he ran and toke his ſwo2de to defends 
mſelf t finding ther 0 none to ſtrike, taking pauſe ol this viſion, he reuea⸗ 
ig the l. ame to his Phiſition (named G::mbai)who admonithed the 
Ving, by repentaunce, almts, and amendmente of life, to make ſome a- 
mends to God and to his Countrey, whome he had offended, whiche thx 
vowes bei ing m ade, the next vere following palling the long ſeas into Eg 
lan not without ſome dangerous tempeſt, with his Daughter Rlaltilde, 
remembꝛing his pꝛomiſ e, he no ſoner ariued, but firſt he releaſed the tom⸗ 
mons of a tare called Dane ylt, whiche his father and bꝛother beloꝛe had 
renewed. Setondly he wente to Sainte Edmundes Burye, where her 
beſtowed great beneũtes on the Churchmen . Thyꝛdelpe her pꝛocured 
Juſtice to be adminiſtred moꝛe rightly thꝛoughoute the Nealme. dh.

The Ocian ouerflowed the mayne lande, and ſodaynlye dꝛowned a 
eat part of Flaunders, Ho/ande.and Free elande, in deſtroping a number 


of men and beaſtes. Jn Englande the earth quaked ſo hozriblye, that Buil⸗ 
dinges fell downe euerye where: the fayling of the Sunne and Mone, 


which the Greekes call Eclipſis, happened at this time wonderfullye. The 
fyꝛe bꝛeathing oute in manye places thꝛough the chinckes of the earth fo2 
tertapne dayes coulde bee quenched neyther with Mater noꝛ anye other 
matter. There was an exceeding winde the fifte ofthe Ralendes of No⸗ 
uember, which onerthzew Towers and many buildinges: and this ycre 
Henrye the firſte Ring of E-g/a:4e ended his dayes , leauing Stephan 
the Frenche, his Nephew by the Siſters ſyde , his Succeſloure. The 
Marre was begonne afreſhe by Bocſlaus with the league beeaking 
Ruſſus. 

There was ſo great a dꝛougth, that a greater hath not bene in the 
memo2y of man, foꝛ in diuers countreys the riuers that bare Ueſſels were 
ſo dꝛied, that men might go thꝛough their chanels dꝛye ſhodde, In Fraunce 
alſo Fountaynes and Welles were quite dꝛied, and many on euerye ſide 
dycd foꝛ lacke of dꝛinke only, Lotharius made his ſecond voyage into . 
Magnus king of Nera hauing his eyes put out by Harrolde, was dep2i- 
ved of his kingdome. 

We read of one named Ioannes de Temporibus which as affirmeth the 
moſt ald hiſtones, liued 361. veres, ſeruant he had bene to Char c; pareat, 
and in the voyage of tephan king of E:g/4-4e died. Policro. Yoke 7. Iohn 
Fox in the Actes and Monuments. Folio 259. 

In /ca'y at a plate named”? arantum nowe called Taranto, an olde 
man became yong agayne, and chaunged his ſkinne as the Snake docth, 
who became ſo young, that hee was not knowne of them wyth whome 


her hadde beene famylyar , and when hee hadde lyued after that fyf- 


tye yeares, he became lo olde ax POT that hee ſe ne withered like the 
rotes of trees, 

The like was knowne to be of; a verye truth, 12 the Admpꝛall of 
Spayne called Don Fadrigo, who paſſing in his youth though a place called 


IL Riora heard there of a man that was ſo yong in ſhew as though he had 


_ but q. yeares olde, who notwithſtanding had ouerliued all his po⸗ 
eritie, 

Straunge ſightes were often ſeene in the Element at thys tyme, 
and the craſhing of ciuile Weapons made a thunder: falſe Pꝛophets dc- 
ſeyued the people with fained myracles: they wente aboute to llaye the 
lemes.

The Deean Engliſh Sea grew ſo hygh, that it ſwallowed vp manye 


men. This veare daladiuus king of E aſſayled Guido King of Je 


with a very fierce battayle, and did wonderfully afflict all the Chꝛiſtian cõ⸗ 
mon wealth, The Veretickes Angenenſes deſpiſers of the Satraments, x 


deteſters of matrymonic, aſſembled togither aboute 7 -o/c/a, with whome 


Diuines and men ſkilful in the Scripture, of which Peter legate was the 
chiele, meeting, bꝛought them to a better pale, 

The ſittrenth of the Calendes of September, after eight a clocke on a 
Donday at night the Mone was cclypſed : there enſued an extreame colde 
Winter, wherein the Snow continued vntill the purification of the Uir⸗ 


gine Maric. There were alſo greate floudes of Wlater, and chiefely at the 


Citie of Nlſaine and eAngue in Fraunce, where it bꝛake the bꝛidges and 
carried away innumerable houſes, with a great number of men. Emanu- 
el Emperour of Constantinople reuenged himſelle of Solimar af Tcentum 
by whom befoze he was putte to flights . $01111an alſo being now ſet vp⸗ 
on with a great army, was ſo diſcomfited,that he left the Citie of cum, 
almoſt without ſouldiours. 


Thys vere about Pichaelmaſſe there were two o2 the Carthquaks K.Henrie.z. 
in E-4/424,in which yeare alſo there was great diſcoꝛd betweene the King n

In the pꝛouince of emen in Wales, a yong man named Cicilius El. 
karhar!, and of ſome long legged Cicilſ. being a greate time viſited wyth 
ſickencle, was at the length aſſaulted with Toades : his kinſemenne and 
friendes defending him, lie we manye of thoſe ſoule ver mine, neuerthe- 
leſſe they grew and increaſed ſo faſt, that they were fayne to put him into a 
Coffen of wodde, and hoyſe him vppe to the toppe of a tree, paring awaye 


the boughes to hinder the creeping vp of the Toades:neuertheleſſe they cea⸗ 


ſed not til they had eaten him to the bones: Authours, Ciraldus Cumbren- 


ſis Itinerarij, and lohn Stowe. Thys happened in the time of King Henrie 
the ſecond, 


In midde Febꝛuarie there was an Carthquake i in Gotlande, and in the 


Apꝛill following the Pone was eclipſed, There aroſe a diſcoꝛde betwene 
P.ullip King of Fraunce, and Plullip Carle of Flaus ders, foꝛ the Cariedome 
of Veramancn:m The Emperoꝛ Frederike made Henrie his ſon ruler ouer 
the Citizens of 7ra/y. Bel: the thirde king of Hungarie andof Boemra, ta 
king Vlademirus Duke of Ha/ke,ſent Andrew his ſonne which ſeazed th 
Pukedome of Haltke. 

The Sunne was eclipſed , and there enſued a greate wetilencein 
Poland and K»/14»d. When Pope Lucy the thirde was deade, Vrbane the 
fourthe ſucceeded hym in the Dea of dme. Thys yeare the Nunn, 
ter was verye hotte, whereof it came to paſſe that the fruites of the 
Earth waredſoner ripe than they were wont, foꝛ harueſl was in Pay,and 
Vintage in Augutt. 

The Sun was eclipſed on Saint John Ba ptiſl day,the ſixth houre of the 


day, Bald winus king of /eruſalem with many noble me were fake by Sala- 
dine king of Aſa and Hria. 


J n Englande a Croſſe appeared in the Elemente aboute none⸗iyde, 


when Richarde King of Englande and Phillip of EFrannce pꝛ epared Warte 


. againlfte Saladine. 1 hey veare after the deathe of the Emperour Frede 


wy Barbaroſa, Henrie the ſixth his ſonne ſucceeded himinthe Cit 
„ ze. The CG — and other rebelled. Luneburge a Citie of Germany ud 
= erna d Citie of YVc4/a»4 (at thys day of the Heluetrans) were builded. 
There was a greate eclypſe of the Dunne. Saladinus after his long - 
ſecution of the Chꝛiſtians andmurders committed died at Dan aſcus, All 
his Aae was deuided by his EY Wherfoze Saphandinus = 
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of Saladine, being grieued bycauſe that Saladinus had left him no part 
of his kingdome, dꝛoue his ſonnes out of the kingdome , and he alone ray« 
ned afterward, Henrie the Emperour receyuing money of Richarde king 
of England leuied an army and went into Apulia, und aſſaulted S lerne. A 
perpetuall peace was confirmed betwerne the Polunders and the Hun gart 


an, wher vpon Kuſſia yeelded to the Pelander:. 

In the Loꝛdſhip of Belloacum, betweene the Mountaine C/aurum and 
C-ompennim there fel fo much raine, with thunder, lightning and tempeſt, 
that the like was neuer hearde of, fo2 foure ſquare ftones as bigge as egs, 
falling down from the Elemente, mixed with rayne, did vtterlye deſtroy 
fruite trees, Uines, and Coꝛne. Panour houſes alſo in manye places, were 


deſtroyed and burned with lightning. Rauens alſo of huge greatenelle fly- 
ing in the ayꝛe, from place to place, were ſeene to carry in their bils quicke 


and burning coales, with whiche they ſet houſes on fire. The ſame day al⸗ 


ſo,in the Biſhopꝛicke of Laudunum, a cet taine Caſtell aboute Clauemounte 
as quite deſtroped with lightning, and the ſame yere the Emperoꝛ Hen- 
ne ſubdued to his Empire all Apulia, Calabria and Sicilia, which fel to hym 


by the right of his wile. | 
In the moneth of Parch there were ſodaine and exceeding floudes of 


water inmanye places, which deſtroyed houſes, ouerthꝛewe Townes, 


fue maſt of the inhabitauntes that dwelt in them. The ſame yeare Pin- 


hp Auzuſtus Deodatus King of Fraunce marryed to wife Mary daughter 


ofthe Duke of Mirauia, Boemia, Y Marques of Hiſtria. Henrie Leo Duke 
of br inſirile and Luneßburg dyed vpon Saint Sextus dap, after whom ſuccer⸗ 
ded his fon Henrie who alſo was Counte Palatine of & hene. 

Thꝛoughe the violence of a ſtoꝛme riſen, ſtones with rapne fel ſrom 
heauen, Nenne the Emperour ſente apde to the Chꝛiſtians in S774, who 
after warde the peare lolo wing vpon the deathe of Henric returned home. 


Whereſoze the Chꝛiſtians which remayned in 577-4, being deſtitute of all 


helpe, vtterlye loſt the Lo2dſhip of that pꝛouince: war alſo aroſe betwerne 

Conrade Duke of Swewe , and Bertholdus Duke of Zeriage, wherein 

Conr.de dyed, By the pꝛocuremente of Henrie the Emperour, Frederick 

N Emperours ſonne crying in hys Cradle, was appointed king of the 
mate, 

MPanpe Pꝛodigies at this time were recoꝛded in Cronicles. The 
quaking of the Earth the fourth of the ones of Mape afflicted the whole 
kart, and ouerthꝛew Cities, houſes, cotages, and Churches. At Longona 
Loꝛdſhippe of Bavaria which belongeth to Boemia with the Hillye part of 
the wod HMerſinta the Earthquake continued a pere ⁊ ſixe monethes, ſo that 
the inhabitauntes were conſtrayned to leaue their houſes, x abyde abꝛoade 
inheate and colde. ö * 
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The Doome. vvarning 


at Vermende/i a cectain ſoul diour that was dead reuiued and dunn 
manp notable things to many men, and afterwarde alſo he lined without 


meate and dꝛinke a long ſeaſon, In Fraunce aboute Pidſomer , dewe in 


the night falling from heauen, exceeded the ſweteneſſe of Bonny, and in the 


moneth of July a great ſtoꝛme aroſe,and ſtones of ſuch a greatneſle fel rs 


Veduen, that thꝛough their violence from #/e--4/ac+ , as far as the Manas 
ſterie of CH and to the places adiopning, they deſtroped not onely cone 
and Uines,but the wonddes alſo, and mens goꝛgedus houſes. And the ſame 


peare in the moneth of Julp Plulip Auguſtus Dcodatus Ring of Fraurce, 


tontratye to the opinion of all menne, and to the Rings decree, reſto 


red the ewe to their loꝛmer ate at Paris, and qrieuouſiye per ſecuted the 


Charches of God, | 

Thperc aroſe a great Earthquake at nonetide, which fo2 cer thin days 
togyther; ſhoke many buildings, in Poland and the Countreys adiopning 
whiche thyng almoſt vnhearde ol in theſe Countrys, was accounted aps 
digie. The ſame peare Con tantinople was taken by the Frenche and Venen. 
ans, Aigxju Emperour of Conſtantinople being dꝛyuen out of his Realme 
fled to / Kto the Emperour of K The Emperour Phullip fon of Bar- 
baro!. ſpoiled 4//a:/e and deſtroied certaine foꝛtreſſes of hubinqut and of 
the Caſte! of Fereburg ,which is in the Towne, he bꝛake the Walles, and 


ſ poyled all places wyth fire and ſwo2de as elſewhere we haue noted moe 


at large in the deſcription ofthe Citie of A biaguen. 

The thirtith daye of the moneth of Maye, there was an Earthquake 
wherein was hearde a terrible voyce,butnothing was ſeene A great parte 
alſo of the Citie of Ac hon with the kings Palace fell downe. 757 was al 
molt ouerthꝛowen, Arclu à verye ſtrong Lowne, almoſte fell tothe 


grounde, the greateſt parte of 7-:po/:; fel downe, anda greate number of 


men were ſtrangled . After this Earthquake folowed a great barrenneſſe 
of the grounde. In foꝛraine Countreys there was a great famine,anda 
hoꝛribſe peſtilence folowed the famine, Pope lnnocẽt the thirdercommw 


nicated twice the Emperoꝛ Phillip, and depꝛiued him of his imperial Pa 


ieſtie, and abſolued his ſubiecs, 
A hozrible Tempeſt in manye places deſtroyed the Coꝛne andthe 


Uines, Phillip the Emperdur purſueth with his army Othio whom Pope 


Lmnocent the third choſc againſt him, and beſteged him at Cullen. but Otho 
in a certain conflict which he had with the C leners, eſcapiug by flight gotte 
him to the king of E-7/and Piullip ſubdued the Cole, ers was crowned k. 


by the Archbyſhoppe of «fgm/rrame , The Liuuaniars Whoſe nam 


at thys tyme was fy2ſtc knowen,entred into Kugſia with a great army; 
but they went away conquered, Jn German Conrade Argo of Har 
b:19/ 1, was flaine by his ſeruaunts. 


Ade day beſvze the Calendes of Barche , tere was an eclypſe of the 
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Dunne, the fifth houre of the dap, and the moneth folo wing. Adela other 


ok King Phillip dyed, who was buried in Bar gondie, hy his father Theobal- 


peares. 


dus in the moneth of December there were many floudes hurtful to many 
places of /ra/y and Fraunce, Which not only bake the bꝛidges, but y beames 
ofhouſes alſo,and ouerthzew many houſes and pillers of ſtones. lohn the 
bꝛother of Richard Duke of Normanay and king of Erglande, goyng out of 


Eng/ande made warre agaynſte Phillip Ryng of Fraunce, and by rea- 
ſon of the plague among the Souldiours , there was truce made fo2 two 


On Saint Nicholas- day in Fraunce, there were harde great thunders, 
thꝛough the violence of which, many buildings holy and pꝛophane wer ſet 
on fire,and ouerthꝛown with lightning: There folowed a wonderful and a 
huge floude of water. The ſame yeare Stella a verye ſtrong Citie was 
taken and ſpoyled by the Pannmt, Phillip the ſonne of Barbarolla the Em⸗ 
perour of Germarre was layne at e in whoſe place Otho the 
fourth was appointed, who only was Emperour fovre yeares, and he ta- 
king to. wife the daughter of Phillip, dzewe vnto hym greate parte of 
Germany. 

Thyere appeared in Poland a great Comet in the moneth of ay whi- 
che laſt ed eighteene dayes, and paſſed about in his courſe ouer Yolande Ja-

two other Croſſes, The ſame tyme in a'certayne place of Hande there 
appeared a Croſſe of blewe coloure by the Sunne, hkewiſe there was

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In Englund and other Countreys adioyning, there were ſeene manye 
pꝛodigies, fo2 there appeared a Comet of a huge greatneſſe, the Earthe 
ſhoke wonderfulip,there were heard many thunders with a great craſhing 
of the Element, which foꝛ as much as they are heard but ſeldome in Eve. 


land, and that in Sommer ſeaſon, thereof it commeth to paſſe that as often 


as they happen,they are reckned as pꝛodigies: like wiſe continual ſhowers | 
of raine, with ſuch great blaſtes of winde, that houſes were ouerth2owne, 


and the ſea went further abꝛode than it was wont, it rained all the ſpzing 


time in ”-/4»4e,wherevppon ſo great a famine afflicted them of the Coun⸗ 


trey , that a great part of the people periſhed wyth hunger and peſtilente. 


There were thys yere great comotions and tumulfes of war in E»g/:de 
vnder Ling Henne thethirde of that name, of the whiche reade Polidor 
Viral in his 16. boke of the Engliſh Viſtozie,x Lie in his Cronolog,Phi. 
up king of Fraunce departed this life, leauing Lodouicus his ſan to ſuccatd 
hym:the Emperour Frederick was depꝛiued of hys imperiall dignity by 
Pope Honorius, whervpon there grew hote war. 

A cruell Comet was ene ouer all France , the oꝛder of the Fryer 
Minoꝛs was made and eſtabliſhed by Pope Honorius. Damiata was loſte 
agayne by the negligence of the Souldiours. Waldama: Kyng of Den: 
niere, beyng layde in wapte foz , was taken by Henrye Carle of 


Swerne.. 


A little befo2e the death of Honorius the third, the earth did ſhake ſoꝛe 


vpon the Aloe among the Saluian, that ʒ co. men were bꝛuſed to deatie 


. wyth the fal of houſes:great pieces of rocke alſo were pulled from the ſide 
of the Hilles, and fell down into the vallies vnderneath, that were well in 


habited, to the great deſtruction of men and cattell. Lewes Duke of Bauare 
was made King Henries pꝛotectoꝛ and tutoꝛ by the electoꝛs. Henrie Barba- 


tus Duke of rat iſſaue rebelled at Lenbone, and the peace was to ſmal 


poſe. 


There aroſe au ercerding tempeſt of winds, a ſfo:me and aathingof 


lightning, anda craſhing of thunder, which euery where ſet on fire ando⸗ 
uerthꝛew many houſes, moꝛeouer, there aroſe ſuch ſea floudes (of the Sea 
in #:22/22d the like wherof were not ſince Noas time, which ſpꝛed ouer al 
the ground by the ſea ſide of Fr land and Halderia,4 al the meery + mariſhe 
ground, Alba & Viſurg is two riners in Germany, wer ſoonerflowen, j) they? 
courſe could not be ene, Then there periſhed many thouſands of men, and 
cattel without number. While the riche and great men of that place gaut 
themſelues to delicacie and pleaſure wythaut any other care, they were 


ryed my and ſwallowed vp with lodaine tempeſt. And it was the io. * 
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hay of Febꝛuarie when this tempeſt bzake aſunder all the pillers# bancks 
made foꝛ defence o? the water courſe, and bꝛought in the raging Sea amidſt 
the land, That ycare Vi: dillaus being chaſed to Leskovogre, by Vdaliilaus 
Othos ſon, was ſpoyled of the kingdome of the greater Poland. Francis the 


Patrone of the barelegged Friers,about this time was canonized a Saint 


by Pope Gregoric the ninth, 
At this time many Peodigies did foꝛſhe w the miſeries enſuing, a great 
plague and moꝛrain raigned vpon men and beaſtes, all riuers were harde 


frozen, and at length being thawed with the heate of the ſpꝛing, they oucr- 


th;ew cotages, garners, bꝛidges, wals, and trees. In Raths tadium a Town 


on the pe, which lye to the Countrey of German called Noricum ànd ter- 


med ok the inhabitantes 7 aurum à childe was boꝛne with hoꝛnes, whole 


crying and weeping was heard fourteene days befo2e he was boꝛne. In the 
Countrey of V vinum towards the South, a great number of fielde Mice 
vyon the ſodaine ſpoyled the harueſt, and did eate vppe cuen to the rotes, 
the co me, gralſe, and have, whervpon the inhabitauntes being dꝛiuen from 
thence, were compelled to chaunge that curſſed place, and the hulbandmen 


were dꝛiuen to foꝛſake their olde dwellings. The third of the ones of Ju- 


ly the Dunne, by the Pones comming betweene was hid foꝛ two houres 
togither. The Pone was ſ&ne with ſire coꝛners ſtretching out towards 5 
Caſt. The day befoze p Mones of October alſo, the Mone taking away the 
gun beames by hir ſetling betwerne, the ſtars did ſhine at none dayes, as 
in the night. Pany other ſuche pꝛodigies and ſtraunge tokens are recoꝛded 
in the Chꝛonicles There enſued factions, deceites, miſchiefes, murder, ciuil 
war, thꝛough the which all heauenly and woꝛdly things were confuſed to⸗ 
gither. The Chꝛiſtian common wealth was craſed with miſchieuous diſ⸗ 
toꝛde, and became a pꝛaye foꝛ a fewo mens luſt. Loke in the Chꝛonicles 
of the Boy en Whych Auentinus moſt diligentip handleth. 
The Sun was greatly eclypſed, The pere folowing Pope Gregorio 
the ninth, when he had held his ſeate 14. veares dyed, alter whome Cele -{t1- 
nus the fourth ſucceeded in the Papacte : the partes taken of the Gybe/rres 


foꝛ the Emperour, and of G=e/phes fo2 the Pope beginning at thys tyme 


in /:a/+,were the cauſe of many miſerics, The Biſhop of Co4e» was taken 
by the Emperour. 

In E»9/ana was a great dearth and peſtilence, ſo that manyc of f yp po⸗ 
rer ſoꝛt fo2 wante of fode periſhed, Coꝛne was verye ſcarce, It is ſayd,that 
Walter Gray Archbiſhop of Forte kept cozne ſiue yeres,+ doubting y long 


keping therof, made it away by erchãge to his farmers ſoꝛ new after har⸗ 


uelt, but would ſpare none to ſatiſfy the poꝛes ned, Jt foꝛtuned, that when 
men came to the ſtackes, which ſtode not far from Kypor, to take the ſhea- 
is to thꝛeſhe, ſodaynely appeared from betwirte the ſheaues heades of 

Ny,  wozmes, 
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The Dopmexriming . 
exlozmes,Toades,ard Serpents, and a voyce was heatde that lapde, as 


it it had bene ſpoken among the vermine , Lay no handes on the Corne, 


tor the Archbiſhop and all that he hath is the Duels : the voyce and the 
ſight ſo amazed the commers, that a wall was made aboute the Coꝛne, 
and ſo ſette on fire, leaſte the venemous Moꝛmes ſhould haue gone fozth, 
and poyſoned other places Anto.

In the wods of Saxonie towards Denmarke | ina detart, certain Mon⸗ 
ſtrous beaſts were taken, on the top of a rocke in a thicket, hauing almoſte 


in all pointes the ſhape of a man, of whiche the female dyed, with the by, 


ting of dogs, and the wounds giuen by hunters, and the male being taken 
became tame, and went other while vpꝛight vpon his hinder feete, he lear⸗ 
ned to ſpeak but very vnperfectly,and'not many woꝛds, he had a ſmal voice 
like a Goate, he had no reaſon, and was aſhamed to be ſcene to eaſe himſelf, 
tc. he deſired to company with women, and openly aſlaid at the time ofhys 
luſt,not ſparing any, whatſoeuer they were, Albertus Magnus, and out of 
him Geluer in his ſeconde boke of his Viſtozte of living creatures wyth 
foure fete.

thoꝛs ofthe ſeditid, bꝛaught ale, into his ſubiediõ. The ſame pere alſo 1/a- 


bel wife to y Emperoꝛ Fred:and ſiſter to Hery died, at which time alſo ther 
was an eclips ot the ſun. Pope Cregoꝛ ic the 9. died, in whoſe place Celeſti 
nus the 4. was choſen, as ſome Hiſtoꝛiographers recoꝛde. Fredericke ab 
ſaulted Heuentia, Parma and Bononia very ſtrong Cities of Italy and remo⸗ 
ued the vniuerſity of Bononia to Parma. Bathy king of the Jartarias entring 
into Polonia with great foꝛce ſpoyled,burned,and flew euery where. 
A great Vil in Bur gonch parting from a mountain, and ſtraightning 
the vallies lue many thouſand of men & cattel, Poꝛeouer running alõg lo: 
many miles deſtroyed about 5000,men, and at length after al things wet 
ſpopled, he returned wonderfullye to the other mountaines, Wherfoze the 
peare folowing the Sar matliars, comming without their limits with a huge 
multitude, did firſt ſet vpõ þ pꝛouinces of Greece, w murder # cõmõ q ſpoile,f 
thervpd playing 5 robbers thꝛoughout P-n0-44.they came againfth Germs

The womens 
names were Hauiſia and Lucia: this ſapde woman was of both kindes, 
and thereby as well able to gette childzen as to conceyue, whereby the be- 
came not onelye a Pother , but alſo a Father, Iohn Stowe in hys 
Chꝛonicle.

Jn Exglande the earth ſhoke dꝛeadfullp, and manye houſes fel down, 


which thing, as it is wonte to happen ſeldome in an Jlande, ſo it was ac- 


compted at that time a great pꝛodigie, but in Fraunce it made a moze grie⸗ 


uous ſpople. The yeare following Lewes king of Fraunce made ſtoute war 


in Eat againſt the Sarazens. William Longiparta wente into A with 
choſen ſouldiours, Alexander Pzince of Scotland dyed. Comet was ſern 

in German:e [92 certaine monethes . The winde moze vehemente then it 
was wont, ouerthꝛe we woddes,houſes,Cotages,and trees, and did greate 
harme to men and beaſtes. In faire weather pauilions were ftricken with 
lightning, when at the mountaine Arr-1m, the Florentines and the Piſaus 


ioyned fogither in battaple. A onſter in the territoꝛie of Yen was ſoa⸗ 


led of a are hauing ſoure fete and a mans heade, at whoſe noyſe, cry⸗ 
ing, and confuſed ſounde of a voyce like vnto a childe, one dwelling therby 


in the Countrey, and being aſfonyed with the ſtraunge ſighte, in dꝛawing 


foꝛth his ſwo2d flue the Monſter, ſoꝛ the whiche caaſe he being bꝛoughte to 
iudgement, and being aſked concerning the Bonſters byꝛth, and the cauſes 
of hys comming , he aunſweared that he dydde it onelpe foz the hoꝛ⸗ 
roꝛ and the abhomination of the thing, which hcarde he was cleare of al 
luſpition.

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In Erg lande the Sea roſe higher than it was wonte: there appeared a E255 
great Comet, and oftentimes high buildings were ſtricken from heauen, 
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bya wicked ſpirite, and was miſerably aine, whoſe carcaſealſo was calte 
againſt the Magitian with lo great a violence, that he lay a long time halfe 


dead. This hoꝛrible example of puniſhed luſt, to fear foliſh yong men, Sut. 
trid the Pꝛieſte retoꝛdeth, who lined in y time of the Emperour Albert the 
firſt. That pere Bala the fourth king of Hungary made war againſt Ocha- 
carus kyng of 5-e-r4 and being vanquiſhed by him fled to Hamburgh. In 
Iraly Guido Nouellus was made Duke of Flarens. The folowers of the

A Starre, whirh the Greekes cal Comera,appearedof a notable great 
nelle aboue thꝛee moneths, andthe very ſame night that Pope Vrbane the 
fourth of that name dyed it went out.

Monſter, with a Coates heade, and eyes ſhyming lyke fy2e, where vppon 
they were all afrayde and ranne awaye., and that ghoſt plunged him- 
ſeife vnder the Jle > and running upper: and downe in the Stowe 
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made a terrible noyſe and ſound, and many men being blaſted by YAY had 
filthy vlcers. This yere dyed Boleſlaus Pudicus king of Poland, Likewiſe 
Boleſlaus Pius D. of Caſiſſa. And alſo Boleſlaus Caluus oꝛ Rogatra duke of 
Leg cium. Oto arus the letonde Ring of Boere thzough the trealon af hys 
men was llaine in Autnia after he had ioyned battayle with Rodolph the 


Emperdur and Ladiſlaus Ring of Hungarie. 


In Argota a pꝛouinte in Sicerland a noble matrone bꝛought foꝛth a 
Lion, a moſt fierce beaſt, which lohn Stumphius wꝛiteth, came topaſſe in 
the yeare of Chꝛiſt. 278. Albeit other Hiſtoꝛians doe referre this to an o⸗ 
ther time. That pere when lohn the one and twentith Pope of Rome wag 
deade, Nicholas the fourth was choſen in his place: warre began betwerne 
Rodolph the Emperour and Ocacaru> King of Bee, and in the fieldes of 
Auitria,beyonde the riuer D415 there was a bloudie battaile, and Ro- 
dolph became conqueroꝛ thꝛough the manhode of the Swe/rans and Alec 


n And Otocarus fighting manfully dyed. 


The Sunne was eclypſed when the Bone had ſuffred the ſame thx 
dayes befoꝛe, and the Star of Mercuric was ſeenc amidde the Sunne as it 
had bene a blacke ſpot. At the ſame time Charles the great returning Cons 
queroꝛ foꝛth of * lay in wayte fo2 him. The Emperour gaue the Pope 
Aomandiold, and y ſoueraintie of Aauenna, who publiſhed Bertholdus Vr. 
ſinus his nephue Carle Romandiola, and the Pope kepte to himſelfe the 


Senatoꝛs office. 
It is left in wꝛiting that there appeared to Alphonſus kingof Aragon 


the ſeconde of thys name a golden trolle, in the Church of (Ouitum) woyth⸗ 


out any mans wozkemanſhip, that peare the king thꝛough the helping ar 
my of Charles the greatouercomming the Saracent, ſpoyling the bozders 
of the Auſluriaus, made Lyſborne a Citie in Portngale ſubiect to hes Do⸗ 
minion. 

When a Pꝛebende of the Churche of Turin did peach to the Pope 
at the Tombes of the Partys that were the patrons of the church, a ſtone 
violently bꝛake in peeces, without any ſtyꝛring it, and is ſayd to haue made 
ſo great a ſounde and noyſe, that all the people being ſtricken with a feare 
trembled, as if the Arches of the Churche ſhoulde haue fallen, The ſame 
veare the thirde of October the greateſt parte of 7 Haringe was conſumed 
with fire, and moꝛeouer thꝛoughe the diſſentions of the Citizens, in a ſedi⸗ 
tion of the people, the Citie was Wondercullp (poyied by taxes of y Church 
men, oꝛ excommunications. 

The ſame yere when at Taiectum a Citie in Flanders, both # nien wo⸗ 
men led a wanton daunce vpon a bꝛidge, and deſpiſed and ſcoꝛned a Pyiell 
whiche repꝛoued them fo2 ſo doing, the b2idge bꝛeaking downe , they 
fell headlong into the riuer Hoſe, and aboute two hundꝛed ol them were 
ſwallowed vp thꝛough Gods vengaunce, who were puniſhed fo; A

They repoꝛt that the riner of 7:4er at Rome ſwelled (a high, that the 
waſhing of the riuer couered the high Alter foure fote and moꝛe, in Y 
ſheon, Which now is the Church of the bleſſed Uirgine, and of all Saintes: 
Pope Nic 1olas the fourth of that name, the thirde yeare of his Popedome 
and the eyghte moneth dyed , after whome ſucceeded Martine the . 
Hamburg a Lowne of Savon was fo2 the molt part conſumed with ty2e 
the yeare following the Ger manes deſtroyed 7/4. 

In the Popedome of Martine the fourth, a Noble woman that was 
the Popes necell irie, bꝛought foꝛth a hearie Boye, hauing hands and fete 
like a Beare, with whiche monſtrous byꝛth the Pope being ſo2c troubled, 
commaunded all the Images of Beares whiche by chaunce were in her 
houſe to be put out, foꝛ a manifeſt argument of imagination conceyued by 
her in conception. This Monſter happened the firſt yere of Pope Martme, 
at which time there was taken a Fiſh in the Coaſts of Tyrrhenta ata place 
called Centum celle hauing the perfect ſhape of a Lyon, who being dꝛawne 
out of the Sea, houled like a man:he was bꝛought to the Pope to {&, who 
then by chaunce was in the olde Citie : the Pope and all the people were 
altonied to ſee ſo ſtrange a ſhape of a beaſt. But J ſe that the common pec⸗ 
ple are thus perſ waded, that nothing is boꝛne in any part ot nature, which 


may not be ſcene in the Sea. The Genowars and they of Luca were made 


fre by the Emperoure, | 
The Tartarians inuaded Panonia ſpoyling euery plate as far as Peu. 
The S:c:/:ans not abiding the pꝛide and laſciuiouſneſſe ofthe Frenche, by 
the meanes of lolin Prochitius (who was made an inſtrumente fo2 this 
feate by Peter king of A ragen) flue all the Frenche in one nighte at the 
ringing of a Bell. At Frioll the ſame tyme the Frenchemenne were 
laine. 
In /:a/y there was a moſte greeuous earthquake wherewith manve 


buildinges on euery ſide were oucrth2owne flat to the grounde: the earth- 


quake laſted in his ſhaking foz certaine dayes. Nope Boniface was then at 
Treate, who fearing the fall of the houſes, commaunded a Cotage to be 
built him of very lender ſtuffe, in an open Court befoꝛe the houſe, that hee 
might not much feare the fall, and ſo remapned abꝛode ſoꝛ many dapes. 
There vpon appeared a Comet of a notable greatneſſe, in other partes of 
Italy, The Venetians at that time, oꝛ ſurely not long befoꝛe oꝛ after, when 
trute was expired, whiche fo2 certayne veares they hadde made with the 
Cenowais, immediatelye they furniſhe their Name to keepe the Loꝛdeſhip 
of the Sea: the Yan being vanquiſhed by the Genowais ina battaile vpon 
the Sea, loſt fiſtie Gallies and twelue thouſand menne.

ther miſeries, and diſpayꝛing of their vidozy, went awape, and in their 
ioꝛney euery where they dyed in troupes, among whome Charles hyms 
ſelle faynting, being caried in a Litter died at Ampure . Lucius Ma. 
rineus A Sicmian, wzpteth this in his eleuenth Boke of the Kings of 
SPUINCs . 
In the Territoꝛy of C vnſtance a woman bꝛought fozth a Lion with 4 
mans head. Rodolphe the Emperoꝛ Earle ot Habipurg toke by his Soul, 
diers the Caſtles of C/ anch and ilber in Abbacelia T uber tall, and the hold 
of berg in 7 urtal againſt the Abbot William of Sangalla. 

This vere the ok the Pones of Apꝛill, on which dap at that tyme 
Caſter fell, a derpe Snow couered the grounde, ſtrange hayle ſpoyled the 


Co2ne , The daye befoze the Nones of September the grounde ſhoke, 


von the Alpes whiche lye to wardes the Countrey of Ger called Re- 
tic um, there were 15 Caſtles, Fozts and Boldes onerthzown, and a famine 
afflicted the 5ocans. 

Where appeared in the Elemente a Comet, that was a token of a 
great deſtruction that followed, and ſhewed the affliction of the Chꝛilli⸗ 
ans. It is wꝛitten that the Jewes ſtealing awaye the Chꝛiſtians holye 
Poſte, ſcoꝛning it and beating it in a Poꝛter with a peſtle, there tame out 
blod from it (if this be true, oꝛ the Authour ſuperſticious.) The Jewes at 
Norenbèſg and in Calt Fraunce were deſtroyed with Fyꝛe and Swonde. 
The Scotts afpyzing theire libertie by theire Captayne Valſaceus, 
thꝛuſt the Engliſhe men oute of 5 corlande and toke frem them their holds 
and townes. 

A Comet appeared againe this yere wherein the Pope heald his bil, 
there were diuers commoctons in h a great multitude riſing in Ten- 
acrs handycraſts men, and men of baſe eſtate, left the Frenche, & being be⸗ 
come Loꝛdes of the pꝛouince, thev ouercame the greate armpe, and moſts 
cruclly flue them. Pope Bonitace the . ot that name, by the helpc of Piulp 
king of Hraunce Was taken at An4-44 by Scart of Celumua & calt into pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, whonfe notwithſtanding the Citizens of Aran deliuered; dapes af 
ter. The Emperour Albert gathered a greatarnie in Sn 22 againll 
the Holl Anders. 

This pere the firſte of December a ſtrong winde cuerthꝛewe Cot⸗ 
tages and houſes: there enſued verye calme weather, and vnaccuſtemed 
heate, ſo that in the moneth of Januarie tres bare leaues: afterward?

In the firlke da vol June there was aterrible earthquake in. Girman, 


and p day of the ons moneth there was ſene a red Circle about the ſun, 
and neare it there appeared two Croſſes ſtanding oute and the ſame yere 
thꝛoughout all the Jmpertall cities of S:-e40; there were cruell ſier s, flods 


of Water,robberies and ſeditions. Jn E-e/a»ae the ume appeared as 
blod,and continued ſire houres ſhoꝛtelpe after the Scortes innaded the boy / 


ders. 
There bꝛake out a great ſtreame of fyꝛe from Wursbape n of te 
mountaine Ain the fyꝛe thereof was fearefull to beholde in the nighte, 
neyther did it ſhine as other fyꝛe:and in the day it burned dimme, no other⸗ 
wiſe than kindled Sulpher,of which matter the Pountayne is full. The 
Auncientes wꝛite much of this mountaine, but ſpecially Strabo, who affir- 


med wie he had bene at the foppe of the mountayne,and hadde *

tothe fodpemens 


lame ot fire 02 duſkiſh ſmoke:moꝛeouer this is muche to be meruailed at, 
touching the heate of that fire, that it can be alayde with no colde,no2 colde 


can be diſſolued by that heate, foꝛ the vppermoſt part of the Mountayne is 


full of alhes,which in the Minter are couered with ſnow, and the higheſt 


part of the hill is plaine, and doth compꝛehende in compaſſe about 2c, fur- 


longes, that is halfe a Ger manc mile, which is a myle and a halfe Engliſh, 
in the middle whereof there riſeth a little hill of aſhes from whence ſome⸗ 
times fire and ſometime ſmoke doth bꝛeathe: in the night ſeaſon fire is ſenc 
on the top or the hil, but commonly in the day time a duſkiſh ſmoke alcen⸗ 


deth: yet in our time when the combuſtible matter was thought to be ſpet 


02 conſumed by the fire, nothing was ſcene to aſſende from the MPountaine 
but a dim vapour. 

The Sunne and the Pone were eclipled, the ſame ycre the Greekes 
inuading the Germanze: ſtpꝛr ed vpa great warre, which! the veares follow- 
ing was oftentimes renewed. The Van twke Peter of Corbona the falſe 
3iſhop(whome the Cmperoure Lewis paſſing into Ge h lefte at Pia 
and ſent him to Pope lohn then abiding at 4-0: to whom he conkeſling 
his errour, with much entreatie obtained his life, vntil that vere after he 
being kept in an honeſt pꝛiſon died. 

The ſcnenth of the kalendes of Julie continuall lightninges, 2 ſco2ts 
thing flalhes made men afrayde, and ue many, vilages + Townes were 
purged with ſacriſiſes and offringes, There were great flouds of Mater. 


The ſame pere at Cs- ſtancis by the meere Acroniun foꝛ the hurting and il! 


handling of Chaiſfians nine Jewes were Layn with the lwoꝛd, ſixe dꝛow⸗ 
ned, and twelue burned. 
The Riucr Ain role wonderfullye with continuall rapne, and o - 
uerthꝛew thace Bꝛidges at Florens, with part ofthe walles of the Citie, and 
the buildinges that ſtode nerf the riuer, to the exceeding feare of the Citi⸗ 
dens. The yere following Pope loin 22. and Philip king of Hraunce toge- 
ther with the Venetians pzepared a Name fd2 the defence of the Cree e, 
where with they oucrcame and diſcomfifed the J rler. 
There were filhes oꝛ Whales oꝛ of ſome other kind of ſuch a greatneũe 


which ariued to Labec out of the ſea, that many of them were in length o. 


fote,ſome eighterne fote,and ſome ; fate: and this was reckened and ab⸗ 
ſerued as a pꝛodigie, as if it poꝛtended ſomething. At Hamburge about the 
ſame time there was a ſedition and no ſmall ſturre, becauſe that p church⸗ 
men being againſt the Magiſtrates would after their opinion and will coꝛ⸗ 
rect and puniſh all whoꝛedome, which controuerſie notwithſtanding and 
ſirifc) the Biſh op of Brem ended. 

. There appeared a fearefull Comet fo2 ſoure moneths, to whom there 
came 


conſidered all thinges,ſome ſay that there are meruailous alterations in 
the toppe of it, foꝛ other while it belcheth out a flerie ſtreame, otherwhile a

came an other which gaue light with this moꝛe than thꝛer METER wit 
June, July,and Auguſt , + beſides it is waitten that it rayned blood: moꝛt⸗ 
ouer a great number of Graſhoppers at that time bꝛake out of the Caſte 
parts, which had ſire wings, 2 were armed with teeth ſhining like pcarles, 
they toke away the light of the ſunne in maner of clouds, they occupied 35. 
miles in length r ten in bꝛedth, they cut the ayꝛe as it wer in battaple ray 


they pitched their pauilions vpon the ground, their ſoꝛerunners cholnge q 


fit place fo2 the to light in, went befoze the tentons one days ioꝛney, which 
being deuided into bandes went foꝛward at the ſunne riſing,ſo that about 
. or the clocke they pitched vpon the ground, and when vittaile failed them 
they went farthcr:they were ſoꝛced thꝛough the coldneſſe of winter to hide 
themſelues i to returne agapne in ſommer. Foure veares after, flockes of 
ſtoꝛkes, of Japes, of Crowes, ot Dawes, and the like byꝛdes, deuoured the 
which thꝛer ſommers had fed vpon the leaues of Trees, Coꝛne and Yaye, 
chꝛoughout all Ge i they were in vayn dꝛiuen away with norſe made 
in the dyꝛe and with bels. Koruniſſa à noble Cittie and famous foꝛ 5̃ conf 
ſtoꝛie of the Empyze, was pttifully burned and ſpoiled with lightning, al 
though there were but o. men only deſtroied with the tome. Che plague 
at Vorenberg conſumed many thouſand men. 
A Comet oꝛ a bearded ſtarre was ſcene agayne inthe Clemente 


the Engliſhe ouercame the Frenche, and flue go oc, a vicozyous Bat- 


taple. The Scortes rebelled againſt the Engliſhe There died at Farence of 


the plague 15 thouſand and in the Countrey thereabouts it raged ertreme⸗ 


ly, The Spantarde, flue in the kingdome of Granata two hundꝛed thouſand 
Saraſens. 

The colde was ſo great in winter, v the noſes and fingers of the cruciff- 
ers 02 crolſe carriers warfaring in Leni. were fretted off with the froſt, 
at Conitacr.. by the meere Heronium there was a greeuous and deadlye ſe⸗ 
diti of the Citizens agaynſt the Pagiltrate. At Noren bi ꝙ fonre bundzeth 
houſes were wholy burned, 

In the grreuous and fierte battayle of the Venetiars with tle Geno- 


wal when as they were in fight vpon the Sea, it is ſapd that a great num 
ber of crowes fought together ouer the Nauie one agayntt another, x that 
one ſide was fo oppꝛelled that the feathers and the ſpilt blod ſpꝛinckled the 


gallies of the e and mo2coucr, that one of their rowers going out of 
his Gally into the nert, was taken and deuoured of a great fiſhe. The /- 
netia being vanquiſhed the Genom at Corſica ſubmitted themſclucs and 
theirs to the Archbiſhop of Alillane 
In the moneth of September yong rauens were found enfeathered iny 
neaſt, which auent mus in the affairs of / auaria ſuppoſed was obſerned in 
place of a great pꝛodigie. In the tewne called Doe ſcituate not far fl 
the meero Acromium, fire fell from heauen into the firates, but when the

wines men beheld it with great fearc and aſtoniſhmente, it wente vp a-

Upon the day of the Conuerſton of S. P. wle,a greate earthquake ſhoke 
Germa tue Wherewith many villages + Caſtles fell downe, like wiſe ſtones 
mixte with raine fell ont ofthe ay2e:mo2coucr the ſame diy with a great 
earthquake manye publique and pꝛiuate houſes fell at /ez:ce ſome leaned 
- atoneſide fearcfuil to beholde, and among theſe, the towers of Churches in 
aplace oꝛ two: after warde the earth was ſhaken moꝛc 92 leſſe 5. dapes. 
whereofit happened that almoſt all women with child that were then inp 
Citie, were deliuered beioze their time, and after this a nopiome peltilence 
which they called G naria, inuaded the people, the loꝛte of the diſeaſe was 


ſo deadly, that of all the number of them that were ſicke,ſcarlelye the 00. 


perſon eſcaped death:xet it was ſayde to begin firſte in 3c 4:4, afterwarde 
it raged along the Coſtes of the Sea Pontius and ellesþorr.. and at length 
thꝛougqh Greco: and /tirca it crope into /ra/3.Sab.tn his eyghth Boke, tne. 
oo. Gualteru> called Dake of Athens, helde th2 Doucraigntye of 
Florence Foy tenne morieths,and there played the Tpꝛaunt: Angelus Acci- 
olus deliuered the Crentines. Piulip king of Frannce did confiſcate the bſu⸗ 
rers gods. 
Agreat vapour coming fr the noꝛthpart, to p great feare of p beholders 
was ſeene in the Element, and fell vpon the earth: and the A1. peare cer⸗ 
tayne ſmall Beaſtes in great number fell from the elemente in the Caſte, 
though whoſe caꝛruption and ſtinche, there enſued a curſed plague, which

viſkozyes to haue bene among menne , Jewes were defamed fo? it, 


that t3ey had bin cauſers of it by poyſoning of Fountapnes, and there⸗ 


foꝛe they were burned euery where, ſome were found as the authours of 
all inchantments, and met together in 5p4/»e about their ſozcerye,likewiſe 
about the murthering of many childꝛen, about the falſification of debts by 
witings,x money, woher vpon the people being in a rage dew them all to 
puniſhmente. The Jewes were burned in many places, and when they 
lawe they coulde not eſcape, they ſhutte themſelues within their houſes, 
and burned themlelues together with the places adiopning. It is ſaid 5 at 
once the fire grew ſo great hereby, that the great bell in y Church ok S.

of the Jewes alſo were chꝛiſtned, ſe w foꝛ the loue of Cod, but rather foz 
feare of puniſhment, the Cities of the Empyꝛe pulled downe Jewes hoy, 


les, and ol the ſtones of them x of their Churchepards, they built Towers 


and Walles.To conclude all places were full of ſtyꝛre and bulinelle „ by 
realon ofthe Jewes. 

The eight of the Kalendes of Febzuariei in Noricum on that l de it is 
iopned With Paronia,[llificum, Dalmatiæ, Carinthia and Hit ria there was a 
great earthquake in the Cuening which laſted foztie dayes , and the earth 
was ſtrangely ſhaken, and rare things were ſhewed, Mor aui and the vp 


permoſt Hoca felt it:it is reco2ded among the Acts of that veare, þ there 


were 6, Cities + Caſtles which were ouerth2own,men and beaſts were 
ſtaine, walles churches, and houſes were ouerturned , whole Cities fell 
downe, Cities were ſwallowed vp, and much ground alſo:Manour houſes 
were caſt done, and verye many lining thinges that were within them 
were llayne, the gaping of the earth that enſued partlye remained, partlye 
ſwallowed vp all thinges, the earth ſo cloſing againe that no tokens ap, 
peared , Po2couer fiftic men and moe nulking kine at their Farmes, be⸗ 
ing killed with their Nine, betame ftiffe,and their bodies thꝛough the va⸗ 
pour ofthe Earth were tourned into Images of ſault , among the people 
Carine; Conrade of Medenburg a notable Philoſopher , and a Pathe⸗ 
matfician ol that time retoꝛdeth, that he and the Chauncellour of [A##ri 
behelde theſe Images. Jmmediately a moſt cruell peſlilente made a ſporle

In Sn12c-/ande many places were ſpoyled with the ouerflowing of 


diners riuers, andthe Riuer of Vene ſwelled ſo bigge, that th: ough his 


violence he carried away two arches of the Baidge at 54//7.and did great⸗ 
lye hurte the Cities of the Lower Germa»ze, The ſame veare an ineſtima- 
ble Multitude of Graſhoppers in the Boneth of Auguſt comming from the 
Caft did ſpoile almoſt all Fraunce, Which were greater than the other gral⸗ 
hoppers , had 5 wings, and it is wonderfull to be ſpoken, how in maner of 
marching ſouldiers they paſſed thꝛough the ayꝛe in diſtince oꝛder, oꝛ 


lighting vpon the grounde pitched their tentes:the Captapnes with a fil 
other, went one daies ioꝛney beloꝛe the hoſte, as to pꝛouide fit places foꝛ the 


multitude; aboute nine of the clocke the Captaynes reftcd where they 
came the day befoꝛe, neyther did they remoue from the place they take, vn⸗ 
till the ſunne roſe agayn, then went they in their tompanies v a mã might 
ſee the diſcipline of war in ſmall creatures:they cate vp the Coꝛne, which 
was ſo waſted by them, p it ſeemed to be conſumed with a greate tempeſt; 
they occupied 4.02 5 miles the ſpace of one daycs ioꝛney, and they came as 


far as the 571 ſea, touering the vpper face of y earth, whereinto as Cod 


Would haue it, they were dꝛiuen with a violent blaſt of winde, and caried 
into the deepe were dꝛowned, but by the woꝛking and flowing of p Ocean 
they being caſt aland, filled the ſea ſhoꝛe, there was ſuch greate heapes of 


them,as it had bene mountains,and th2ough their ſtinche 4 _— the 
_ aire was ſo infected, 3 it bꝛed a fo2cible plague among the people nere ads 


toyning, whereof many died.A great famine oppꝛeſſed 774% fo2 two yeres, 
Jince Edwvarst of EHu valiaunte perſonage died in the flower of his 
cheualrie: alſo king Edward the . king of land ended his life the pere 


1277. the 22 of June. 


The day of June there was a great and d2eadfull earthquake in Sr. 
dein where allo a few dayes after there was ſerne a great circle about þ 
ſun fearcful to behold: there followed diners kinds of warre, kanne, and 
mi iche floods on euer y ſide, which did great harm to the inhabitants.

There aroſe many flods in S/ ⁊erland: The riuer Birſus did fo (well, 
that in the fleſh market the Citizens were carried in Boates from houſe to 


houſe . About this time (although ſome ſayde the ſame veare) Gunnes | 


were firfte inuented by a Ponke in Ge. moꝛeoduer, Mun tet waiteth 
that Aciviles Gatfaru, a Dogour of Phiſicke, and a molle diligente 3y- 
ſtoꝛian w2ote vnto him that Gunnes were in vſe about the Sea of Ver- 
way in the ycare of Chꝛiſte 125-4. and that the ſyꝛſte inuentour and Aw 
thoure of them was an Aicumiſt called Bertholdus Schwartz a Ponke ; 
ſurely he founde out a meruailous wozke, whiche the ſharpeſt wittes of 
times palt coulde not inuente , and whiche ſome iudge to be; heauenlpe 


and very neceſſarye, but ſome druckihe and verye deadlpe: ſirſt they leane 


to theſe Argumentes: it is manifeſt that by reaſon of auarice, wicked⸗ 
nelle, and colde charitie, the number ofthe wicked cannot be kepte under 
by lawes,and that no man can go ſate, no not a myle,fo2 a lifile befo2c the 
inuention of Gunnes the allemblye and factions of wicked menne be; 


ganne to ſacke and ſpople in many places the laboures of god menne, nep⸗ 
ther coulde anye ouerthꝛowe the Caltles of thoſe Zhuncs and Robbers 
from the Pountaynes where they kepte themielues, withoute the helpe ok 
 Gunnes,wherefoze verye manpe doe amiſſe condemne the inuentoure of 


Gunnes, withoute the whiche god men cannot lyue in ſafetye, noꝛ Cit⸗ 
ties coulde be ſo mightie and riche, ſeeing that occupiers could not excerciſe 
Parchaundize, whiche are the cheefeſt parte of mightie and great Cittyes: 
wherefoꝛe let the enemies to Gunnes ceaſe to deſpyſe Gods giftes, vnleũe 
aman thinke a Dogges open mouth and his toth made to byte merte to be 
condemned , and vnleſſe a man iudge that the hoꝛnes in an Ore, are not 
the god wozke of the Creatoꝛ:but no man that is well in his wittes will 


tondemn theſo kind of partes geuen to liuing creatures by nature in place 


of Weapon, wherefo:e thoſe men condemne the abuſe , as alſo in an Dre 
and a mad dogge it were better the hoznes and the teeth were away. But 
what Creature is it whiche the wicked doe not abuſe 7 Some doe ſimplye 
tondemne this inuention as diueliſhe and helliſhe, than the whiche no⸗ 
thing at anye time hath bene inuented vnder heauen moꝛe hoꝛrible, and 
which the wickeddeſt ſoꝛt as 7 ur bes & J artariai, the comon plagues of the 
Moꝛld, doe vſe foꝛ the deſtruction of the god and godly. Here no magnani⸗ 
mitie, no ſtrength of body, no ſubtiitic in Marre, no weapons, no Caſtles 
of ſtone doe p2ofite:thoſe ſtone ſpitting, vꝛon ſpitting, and fire ſpitting toꝛ⸗ 
mentes doe bꝛeake, batter, and ouerthꝛowe all thinges, and bꝛing them 
to naught : one ſtroke taketh away one hund2cth,o2 two hundꝛeth menne 
ſet in battayle ray, be they neuer ſo well fenced with y2on, This 4/m47%e 
gifte was ſente to the Yenecrars when the Gerowars being ſhutte vp in 
Clagia were beſieged by the Venetian. There are dyuers kyndes of

In Erg lande an Earthquake ſodaynly arole, inhere with manye buil⸗ 
dinges fell; this pere enſued a deadlpe ſedition in the tyme of Richarde 
the ſeconde king of =-g/aa-: all the Meaſte grewe in ciuile hatred: all 
England was wonderfully afflicted with the peſtilence, t a great commoti⸗ 


on rayſed by Wat Tiler, lack Straw and others. There were burned ſuns 


dꝛy places, the Savor, and the places with the recoꝛds of þ Citie, but Willi 
am Watzworth Mapꝛe ſeeing the king abuſed , in Smuhfiela- ſodainlyg 
ffroke Wat Tile: on the heade, and thꝛuſt him in with his Dagger, and 
bꝛoughte the King into the Citye, the rebels being therewith amaſed, in 


ſhoꝛte time fledde away where many ol the cheefe were after warde exetu⸗ 


ted, and Willam Walworth was by the king made knight: it is ſayd the 
cauſe of this commmocion roſe by the meanes that the king oꝛdayned that 
euery perſon of the age of fourteene yeres ſhould pay 4. pence to the king, 
there were gathered together of the common people to the ſ uppoſed niiber 


_ 67560009 perſons, read lohn Stowe in his ſummarie, Poꝛeouer 3 2. ofthe 


rebels as they were entring the Sao» being gotten downe info a Wyne 
ſeller d2anke ſo much ſweete Mines that they not able to come fo2th , tari- 
ed ſo long vntill the doꝛe was faſkned vp with the whoꝛling together of 
wode and ſtones, as it ſhould appeare of the defendants)there,and in ſuch 
ſoꝛt remained foꝛ y ſpace of . dapes, no helpe being to deliuer thẽ although 
they were heard, they there died: likewiſe at the ſpoyle of ß new Temple, 
there alſo they became fo dꝛunke, y one violentlye killed an other, whereby 


may be perceyued the iuſt reuenge ot God againſt wilkull x oblkinate ma 


leſacto2s, | 
There were alſo great commotions in Flaunders ſo: the new tares that 


the Carle Lewis ſet vpon marchants, there aroſe deadly ſtrife,not without 


mutual Hatred betweene Pope Vrb ane the 6. and 13. frenche Cardinals fo; 
the chofing ofthe Pope which they thought not to be well made. 

The ſame yere was a generallearthquake the 2: of ay, at one ol 
the clock after none, by meanes whereof much harme happened, and the 
Satardave after at thꝛe a clocke in the Pozning, was a trembling of the 
Uater,rather to bee tearmed a Waterquake,that made the Ships in the 
Hauens to totter and role and thoſe which rode nere together were there 
by greatly b2uſed, lohn Stow. The pere following there aroſe a newe bes 
gon ſedition, by one lohn Ball a pꝛieſt, and lohn Wraw Pꝛieſt, whiche did 
riſe at Meldenhal and greatly troubled the Commons and the Citizens of 
Lon don: who being taken were after hanged. Piked ſhoes, high heads, and 
long tayled gowns, with women riding aſide firſt vled in E lars bꝛought 
into * lands at ſuch tyme as king Richarde ths ſecond maried Anne the

daughter of Viſelaus king of Boh. Their piked ſhoes were tyed with 


Hiluer gilte chaynes to their knees, the noble women vled high attirings 
aboue their heades piked, and long traine gownes,befoze which time wo⸗ 
men were vſed to ride aſtride as men doe. 

The Scots toke Torte vpon the river of 7 weed. ſpoiled 4 burnt it: aftcr- 
ward they were by the Rings armie dꝛiuen thece, yet alter followed grea- 
ter attemptes, but the 5co:- gained little thereby, 

The thyꝛd of ay there was an earthquake about midnight in E. 
glan ie. The Ring with a great armie entered ονα, the costes fledde, 
and the King (KRicharde the ſetonde) burned the Countrey aud retour⸗ 
ned. 

The 8. of Julpe there was an other earthquake, there followed among 
the Londoners a great feare ofthe [renche Aing conuning to inuade p land, 
which enterpꝛiſe came to ſmall effect, 

A maner ol exhalation in likenelle o fire appeared in the nighte time, in 
many parts of England in the moncth of Nonfber and December, 4 went 
with men as they went, r ſtaid as they did, ſometime like a wheele, ſome⸗ 
time like a barrell, ſometime like a long timber log oꝛ bcame, and ſomtime 


in other ſhapes, but when many went together then it appered farther off, 


The ſame veare in Lente was a head of earth at OC Morde by arte of 
Hetromancie (as it was repoꝛted) that at a time appoynted ſpake theſe 3. 
woꝛdes, and after left of ſpeaking, the woꝛds be theſe; firſt, Caput decidetur, 


that is, Ihe head thall be cut oft the ſeconde, Caput eleuabitur, The heade 


ſhall be lift vp: thirdely, Vedet eleuabuntur ſuper Caput, The feed fhall be 
lifted aboue = head: there followed q ſedition in Oxford among þ ſchol⸗ 
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lers, and a dillike of the kings gouernment by a lew, ſo that 40000, were 


un. vp by Thomas of Wooditocke Duke nn the Earles of 
Varnibe of Darbie and No ott ing ham. Read John Stow. 387. 
The pere that the peace was made betweene the Venetian and the 


Gerawars who agayne had taken weapons in hand, the very ſame day that 


the peace was concluded, a childe was boꝛne hauing . thighes and armes 


and liued vntill that he was chꝛiſtned. Leopoldus Duke of Auſtria being 
vanquiſhed by the Sw / ers died with great ſtoutnelle. Galiatiaus Uicount

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There appeared a ſtar which is calieb Vern dender pnough, with his 
bearde and beames ſtretching vpward,and his head hanging downward, 
The Aſtronomers ſayd that this was the woꝛſt which commonlye appea⸗ 
red among other Comets, but becauſe it appeared not in the moꝛning but 


in the Euening, it ſignified Þ thoſe things ſhould lately tome fo paſſe which 
comonly infued:perchance the ſame is it which Gagumus in his 9. Boks 


ofthe kinges of #4»: hath wzittento haue appeared in the Noꝛth in the 
ty me of Charles the 6. king of France. The ſame pere the 2. day of March, 
a greeuous earthquake ſhoke Sw / c erſande. The 7, peres peace betweene 
the dukes of Hutria E the Sit ⁊ers was lengthned to 2 peres, and P pere 
after there was an ouerth2ow of Sigiimund king of Hungary with ö frich. 

Jn Calia Helgica not farre from the Citie Leodium it is repoꝛted foꝛ 
certaine that that was done which Encas Siluius who afterwarde was 
called Pope Pius, did put in wꝛiting: in Exrepe a Faulcon had made her a 


neaſt eyther vpon a tree 02 in a Nocke, andhatching her Egges, the 


greedilye loked fo2 her pong, Rauens comming ouer her, th2uſte 
her off her Neaſt, in bzeaking and deuouring her Egges: the heardmen 
behelde it being neere to and marked the fearefull Faulcon flying away: 
the nexte day after, (ca wonder to be ſpoken) the Faulcons and the Rauens 
as it were from al parts of the wozld allembled, the one holding the Nozth- 
ſide, the other p South, in ſetting their armies in aray,andas though they 
hadde bene capable of reaſon,they ſette ſome in oꝛder to keepe the Wings 
of the Battayle,others to leade the Payne ſhoule marching fozwarde:they _ 
foughtea cruell fight in the ayze, wherein when ſometime the Nauens, 
ſometime the Faulcons retyꝛed, and agayne recouering their fkrength, 
gaue the onſet afreſhe , the whole Fielde vnderneath was couered with 
Feathers and carcaſſes: at laſt the Faulcons had the Uicozye, who not 
onelye fought ſharpely with their Billes, but alſo with their Tallons,and 
lefte not one ofthe Ravens aliue,wherevpon not long after, when two 
ſtroue together about the Church of Ze: i the one being choſen Liſhop 
by (3 reg. ory the 13 the other by Benedictus the twelfth (fo2 there Was va⸗ 
riaunce betweene them concerning the Pope) they two came with therꝛ 


Vaoſte to fight in the ſame place. lohn Duke of Burgendie did helpe the 
one in the field, the other parte the people of Leoclun toke,they encountred 
/ together in the fielde; and with great contencion on both ſides there was 


- fought a deadlye and blodye battaile, wherein at length Duke ion being

tee” P2102 and eyghte Friers were hanged at 7:4»r»e foz treaſon, 

The Church of Kome in theſe dayes coulde hide no longer hir trauaile 
of bꝛinging fozth hozrible monſfers, Secs,Yereſies, Schilmes, and Diſ⸗ 
coꝛds, pꝛoceeding of hyꝛ firſt begotten furies. 

lohn the twelfth the Baſtarde of Pope Sergius begotten on Maroſia 
the Har lot, in whoſe time a fountaine in Ge flowed with bloud, there 
folowed not only a huge laughter of people, as befo2e is mentioned, 935.by 
the Africans, Saracens, and Hurgarians, but alſo i in ome betweene Hugh 
Albertus to the diſquiet of the Citizens. 

Adrian the fourth an Engliſhman, called Nicholas Breakeſpear e the 
ſonne of ene Dan Robert a Monte of Saint Albons, going to Agnania to de⸗ 
nounce the excommunication againſt the Emperour Fredericke, after he 
had tarryed there a fewe dayes, walking foꝛth with ſome of his companys 
to cole him, dꝛinking ol a certaine ſpꝛing of water, foꝛthwyth a flye did en⸗ 
ter into his mouthe, and ſtucke ſo faſt to his thꝛoate, that he was choaked, 
159. 

Celeſtine the thirde by a made marriage betwene Henrie the ſirthe 
Emperour and Conltance a Nun of Panor mia, diſpoſſeſſed Tancred Ring 
of Sicilia, whervpon followed bloudie wars, and great diuiſion euery wher, 
in ſo much that this was wzitten againſt Nome, Reioyce oh yee mother, 
bycauſe the Conduits of al treaſures on the erth are opened, that moun- 
taincs and whole riuers of money might flow into thy hands : Reioyce 
vpon the iniquitie of the ſonnes of men, bycauſe thou art rewarded with 
ſo many miſchiefes:Reioyce vpon thine aſsiſtaunt companye Lady Dif 


ſention, who hath burſt looſe from the pit of bottomleſle Hel, that ſhee | 


might heape vpon thee many gubs of golde. Thou haſt that wha thou 


doll thirſt after: :bycauſe thou haſt dauntedthe worlde by the malice of 


man linde, not by holy religion. Men are hated and drawen vnto hir, not 


by deuotion or pure conſcience, but by treachery & working miſcluefes 


manifold,and the deciding of controuerſies gottẽ with bloude This bed⸗ 


lam Pope cauſed Fred ericke the Emperoz to ſtope while he wh his fote 
ſpurned off his Crowne,2198.

| [Bodifice the eight, this god face by a fraude perſwaded Cele Ning the 
fiſth to reſigno his Popedome, which being done, not contented therwyth, 

calt him in pꝛiſon, where ſimple Celeſtia: died. This is that Pope of who - 
it is commonly ſayde: He entred like a For, he rayned like a Lion, he dyed 
like a dogge, he gaue ſentence, that vnleſſe kings would receiue their King⸗ 
domes at his hand, they ſhould be accurſed;fo2 his hozrible miſchiefs in the 
end he was ſet vpon a vong hoꝛſe with his face to the hoꝛſſe tayle, and foz⸗ 
ced to ride a galloppe, til he was almaſt ous of bzcath,aiterwarde piſs 
ned whete h be dyed. 30. 

Peter Thomacel a pong pouth of 8 peares old, called Pope Bo- 
niface the ninth, this Pope toke the firſt fruites of Abbies, and great chur⸗ 
ches, at length it came to perſonages, ic. aſwerte baite, from a ſoure 
deuice, pinching them that nipped others, by deuiſed offerings to relickes, 
ſtockes, and ſtones:the vice being aboliſhed, the plague remayneth, with ng 
leſſe violence, than as if there were that i is not: ſo that fleece is become fo 

Triscome fr6 not th2ough tareleſſe ſecurity,but by p Goſpel finding lo little charity, that 
Rome to Bry. the ſame plague which onerth2oweth Idolatrie, wil hinder veritie. In this 
—— g | Popes time, thꝛough couefouſneſſe and Simonie, vſurie waxed ſo rank in 
viltedother Rote ag ſayeth Tr eodoricus, that it was counted no ſinne. Pany other vis 
ee, by ges were commttted:Alſoa marnellous plague was in Rome, in which(ſeaſs 
the Pope ſolde diuerſe benefices to one man, and when they had no mony, 
by he toke houthold ſtuffe, hozſes,hogs,ſhepe, and al maner of graine, nothing 
came amille that was woꝛth money, he kept the /ubiſe at Rome, Anno. 

1400. where many ſtraungers were robbed, and great Ladies rauiſhed by 
the Peſants of the Popes Court: he died of the cholicke and ſtone. 40. 
In the Church of the Iacobines in Geneua, at the place called p Palace, in 
the veare of our redemption 1 401, againſt the iniquitie of theſe afoꝛelapde 
Popes and the reſt was founde this picture pꝛinted by Iames Iitore of the 
Citie of T anrinum in Peedmon:,togither with the latine verſes whych were 
put therto, to ſhew that God hath not at this time alone th2ongh his infinit 
godneſſe b2cathed into the heartes of ſome, to know that the Pope and all

| The Diuetl appeared at Danburie in Eſſex, vpon the day called Car- 
pu Chruli, in the likeneſſe of a Gray Fryer, who entring the Churche ra⸗ 


ged very inlolently, wherby þ Pariſhioners were maruellouſiy feared:the 


ſame houre with a Tempelt of whirle winde and thunder, the toppe of the 


Steeple was b2oken down,halfe the Chancel ſhaken and ſcattered above, 


Dhoꝛtly after ſir Roger Clarmgdon Knight the Baſtard ſonne (as it was 


Cayde)of Ed ward the blacke Paince, and with him his ſquire, and a young 


man were beheaded,and eight Friers bzoughte to open iudgemẽt were cõ⸗ 


demned and hanged, that publiſhed King Richard: to be aliue. Reade moze 


in the dummarie of Chꝛonicles. 

There appeared an excellent Comet, and it was ſcene towardes the

Moꝛeouer the Mater of many Foumtaynes, which the Poult 
ers vſed in their Tentes, being infected with the exhalation and coꝛr 


vapours of the Pariſh and Meeres that were thereby, were the cauſe of the 


ſodayne death of diners Gentlemen, Laſtlye a verye d2cadfull voyce 


and mucthe like a mans, was hearde almoſt enery night, which poꝛtending 


nothing but hoꝛrour and heauinelle, ffroke the ſtoutelt Bouldiers into a 


great feare. 


In diuers places of Smit erlende there appeared in the apꝛe Armies of 
men fighting very fiercely: within certaine monethes after there were dy⸗ 
uers kyndes of Croſſes, and fycrte bowles, whiche falling to the grounde 
lefte tokens behinde them fo2 many to beholde, which is reco2ded in the 


Cronicles of S ſoꝛ the common remembzaunce thereof, The ſame pere 


the wer ers ioyning hande to hande, oꝛ encountring at the riucr 7 Varus 
with the Duke of Hilaine, who about ©. Martins daye had bꝛoughte oute 
15000 choſen Hoꝛſemen and fotemen, in killing 14000 of the 17:l/amer; 
they became not onlye Conquerours but allo obtayned and got a molle 
riche botie, | 

In eAra6ia there was ſ&ne a Comet like a very ſharpe beam, ard as it 
were ſet with diuers points with the foꝛme of a Sythe. Che ſame yere the 
Turkes inuaded al Carinthia, the cracifiers 02 Croſſecarriers made warre 


againſt the Polander s, in Hung ai 7 the league was renewed betwixt Ma- 


tinas and Vladiſlaus. 
In 5; Ile of Creta now Candi as Coccius Sabellicus wꝛiteth in his firſt 


boke of his Eni. Rapſod i on that ſide whiche lieth toward the South whi⸗ 
leſt certapne Wozkemen dꝛue vp by the rotes the ſtemme of a huge trer, to 


make Shippe tymber, they founde a mannes heade buryed in the Carth 
as bigge as a wine Hogs heade, and when vnſkilfully menne hadde raſhe⸗ 
lye handled it, muldꝛing thꝛough rotten oldeneſſe, it by and by tour⸗

Richard the third rayſing an armie to withltand Henry Carle of Riche- 
monde, the night befoꝛe the Battayle that was fought at Beſwor1h in Leis e- 
fferſore the 22, of Auguſt, in his ſlerpe he had a fearefull dꝛeame, wherein 


to him it ſcemed that he ſaw defozmed Images like terrible Deuils, which

In the Lo2dſhip of D--/-#orf the ſirte daye of December, which i is dedi⸗ 

cate to S. Nicholas Byſhop, there was boꝛne a boye, in body wel compag, 
pet his armes and legges were not anſwerable, by reaſon or Patures de- 
fect, fo: he wanted altogether the right hand, and in that place where the 
thumbe commonly ſtandeth, there appeared a fleſhie [welling o: ſuch like, 
which liued aboue ſixtie veres.

Authour) in the Towne of Scheſn ic in the South, in fayze weather there 
were ſeenc in the aire Lions running together from diuers places to a con⸗ 
flicte,and by them a hoꝛſeman in harneſle bzandiſhing a deadly ſpeare:not 
farre from the hoꝛſeman lay a mans head without à body, hauing on an 
Imperiall Diademe : a little while after there was ſcerze a Boꝛes heade 
tucked, and two Dꝛagons belching out fy2e:afterward there appeared the 


\ platfozme ofa verye greate Cittie ſtanding by agreate water , beſieged 


with an armye by Sea and by lande, and ouer this was a croſſe of a blody 
colour turning by little and little into blacke: likewyſe an other hoꝛſe⸗ 
man came out in a fierie colour, wearing an imperiall Diademe on his 
hcade,whome a ſpare hozſe followed .

At /ig a Citie of Ger mam very well knowne, a Maiden, daughter 
of lolin Vlmer called Margaret by name, thꝛough a areuous ſickneſle and 
ertreame paynes of the belly didfoſ well, that the greatneſſe of her Bellpe 
was ſeene of many to couer her face, and in compaſſe to be moꝛe than tenne 
handb2eadths:ſhe ſayde that ſhe fed diuers kind of liuing Creatures in her 
belly, whereas notwithſtanding ſhe did neither eate noꝛ dꝛinke, but onelyt 
was refreſhed with Pothicarte confections and ſmell of hearbes and flow⸗ 
ers, here u ere heard by thoſe that ſtode by her bedde where ſhe lape, the 
voyces of diuers liuing creatures, the crowing of Cockes, the cackling ol 
Hermes, the noyſe of Caſe, the barking of Dogs, the bleating of Shepe, 
the grunting ol Dwine,and which is moꝛe, the bello ing of Cattayle, and 
neighing of Hoꝛſes, and the cryes of many lining creafures,farre exceeding 
a mans voice in greatneſſe, with the which is ſayde,ſhe was continuallye

Vrſulas day, a man vnknowne 
with fearefull countenance, clad in filthie Garments, carping a ſtaffe with⸗ 
out a tote, running vp and downe in the ſtreetes with a loude voyce crying 
repeittannce, did erhozt men to embꝛace the woꝛd of God, and to deteſt the 
woꝛſhipping of Idols. 

Peucci doth witneſſe that he ſaw this pere childꝛen new boꝛne like apes 
to loke to, and full of heare like Beares ouer their backe, and moꝛeouer 


which held their tongues out, and as it were hanging downe like Calues 


newly killed. 
Nere to Brunſiriꝭ much blod ranne out of a ſountapne. In the vppers 


mot 1/ſatra not farre from Comar a Citie of the Emppꝛe, there fell oute 


ofthe Element vpon the ground a great number of Frogges and Toades, 
which being kyꝛſt deſtroyed with clubbes and battes by the inhabitants of 


that place, after warde leaſt the ayꝛe ſhoulde be infected there with, at the 


commaundement of the agiſtrate they were gathered in a heape by the 
Hangmen, and Tanners, and caſt into a ditch, That veare died the Pope 
beſoꝛe called Alex ander Farnezius, in whole place Iulius the thyꝛde luc / 
ceded. 
There was boꝛne a boy not farre from Tyoure in the Lo:dſhippe of 
Kube in the parriſhe of Wiſnang and in the Uillage of / Hurge the 26 
day of Maye, which was the Sunday befo2e the Aſcention of the Loꝛde a⸗ 
bout the twelfth houre of the night, his parentes being called lohn Wal- 
ker and Barbara Sax u, this boy was chꝛiſtned by Henry Melicommer tu⸗ 
rate of the place,and was called Hen », his increaſe oꝛ grouth in his infan⸗ 
tie and hoyes age was a wonder to all menne, foꝛ whereas at this time he 


was one lye but ſire yeares olde, yet he grewe fo high as one of fourtene 


peres of age: he had a great and a ſtrong vopce: his Genitales were as 
bigge as ones of twentie, and were full of heare , neyther didde her yet 
ſeace to grow. Being but flue peres olde he carped great burthens, as a 
reaſonable ſacke of Wheate which our men call a buſhell, and is almoſte 
foure times as muche as the buſhell of the olde K manes: he was able alſo 
to thꝛeſhe in the Barne, and to guide the plough as well as a manne: his 
witte was yet childiſhe, and his Parentes didde not erceede the meaſure 
of a meane ſtature. Moſt of the Citizens of Y eure at that tyme knew this 
10 be true, and manye behelde the boye being bꝛought bp his father to boy 

dene. 

It is ſayd about the time of lohn Earle of Holande, there was a Giant

his members, that they durſt not but go backwardes and a far off la king 


won him. Hadrianus Barlandus in the Chꝛonicles of //:1/a:4e,and pꝛinted 


in Engliſh. 1557. 


In Carinthia not farre from the Townes of Clagd 870 and /”/lac the 10 


of the kalends of Apꝛill befoze Palme ſondap, it rayned verye god Coꝛne 
from heauen, which was gathered by the inhabitants of the Countrey, and 
imployed foꝛ mans ſuſtenaunce. 

On palme Sunday at thꝛe a clocke in the afternone, in the dominion of 
the Duke of Branſwil there were ſeene two by Suns, fo2 a large circle cn- 
uironing the Sun did repꝛeſente on both ſides a by ſunne as it were with 
à ſtraighte line, and a long beame of the ſame colour ſharpe at both endes 
pearced thꝛough the thzee Dunnes, | 

The 25 of May,betweene the howers of elenen, x one in the afternone, 
was an eacthquake of a quarter of an houre long at 5/-c4:-2/4.at G, tone, 
Tyt{cy, Kigate and other places. The 10 of July following, the firite fall of 
Engliſh money,and al!o an other ſweating ſickneſſe whercof many dyed,

In Sa vom at Jribinium the 9 of July not far from tenberg, the very 
marte of the Buſes and all god learning, there were ſeene many pꝛodigies 
in the Element, foꝛ there was an apparant ſhe w of an harte, and the Ar⸗ 
mies of men fighting together on both ſides, and mating with Goutes 
whoſe blod like raine fell to the ground. The lunne was leene in a dꝛead⸗ 
full ſhape, who alſo at that time ſcemed to be clouen in two partes, and on

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In Germam about the Uilage of Rlenſlam was faken a pigton having 
foure fete and two fundementes. 

About this time one at MHillaine in Ital/ whole name Cardanus fauou⸗ 
red fo2 his eſtimation, about one a clock at midnight where he accuſtoma⸗ 
blp laide his cloak, had ſparckles of fyꝛe ſpattering out from the cape, and a⸗ 
gaine when it was taken away and layde downe agayn, they bꝛake out a⸗ 
gayne, where vppon he was ſtricken with a double feare. Within fifteene 
dayes after, he being accuſed of witchcraft oz popſoning, his friends intrea⸗ 
ting fo2 his life went willingly ( thꝛough their perſwaliõ) into baniſhment. 
This waiteth Cardanus Boke 14 Chapt. so. of the vanitie of things. This 
pere Pepe Paulu: the third died, after whom luhus the thirde ſucceeded, In 
Febꝛuaris Maideburg at the commandment of the Emperour Charles p; 
was loꝛ 15, mgneths beſieged by Maurice D. of Saxonre, and Albert þ pon⸗ 
ger Duke of Grandeburg, and immediately vpon the pacification of them of 
Ataindenburg contrary to all mens expedation, the warre was tourned a- 
gainſt Charles the authoz thereof, wherefoꝛe Charles who now reioyted in 
his great ſoueraintie, being beſet by his enemy at Oenepont, ſcartelye elca- 
ped by flying away. 

The o day of Januarie at Murtpurg in Haſſia there aroſe a great floods, 
whereby in manye places ſtone bꝛidges were quite ouerth2own and cary- 
ed away, 

The «;.of Januarie there aroſe a vehement tempeſt in manye places of 
Germany with many ſhowers, much lightning and thider,in ſo much that 
many among whome it happened ſuppoſed that the daye ofthe laſt iudge⸗ 
ment was at hande, - 

The 28 of January there were ſcene at I. ſhorne iti Portigale in h elemtt 
blody rods, and fearefull fires, it rained blod alſo, and ther e was ſo greate 
an earthquake kindled, that it vehemently ſhoke and ouerthꝛew - 00 hows 
ſes, in which ſhaking 1 000 men periſhed. 

At reutæ burg, an honeſt Citizen, his houſe being ffricken with light⸗ 
ning, he ſitting at the Table was ſlaine by the ſame together with his 
dogge that lay at his ferte, but a yong Childe ſtanding nere the father was 
not hurt.

At Boſp hor it 

thundered and lightned aboue thirtie claps it ſet the towne on kyꝛe, and cõ⸗ 

ſumed the greater part. At ee the violence of raine water ouerthꝛew z. 

houſes, and toke away men and beaſts, in the leller Vecker it caried away 

fiuc houſes with fire childꝛen and certayne cattaple: at Specfort it toke a, 

way fifteenc men in deſtroying there many buildinges: At Pabenberg it g, 

> uerthꝛew ſeuen houſes,and did great harme to the fieldes and Vineyards, 

which deluge lob Fincelius doth intreate of moze at large in his myꝛacles.

tyme notwithſtanding, another bowe towardes the welt, and the Sunne 
ſhut within Criſtaline cyꝛtles did appeare foꝛ th: houres, with a beame 
ſtretched out to a ful length.

red colour were lene ouerthwark the Sunne, of which moꝛe at large read 
lol Fincelius. 

The 23. of July at Milan there beſel a ſtrange thing, whereat alſo Car- 
danus himſelfe was pꝛeſent. Iames Philippus Cernuſcus commaunded a 
pꝛiuy to be digged in the earth, and to be vawted. When it was finiſhed, 
he commaunded it to be ſhut vp: - o. dayes after he opened it, and commaũ⸗ 
ded that the wodden arches ſhould be taken out, a woꝛkeman went down 
by a ladder, when he came to the middle of the ladder he fell downe deade, 
when the maiſter ſaw that he came not againe, he alſo went rown,+ when 
he came thyther he by and by fel downs, the ſtanders by ſent the third, who 
when he was amidſt the ladder laide, be of god chearc fo2 J will being out 
the reſt, but when his heade was vnder the vaute he by and by fell vowne 
deade, the fourth allo fel downe deade, the fiſth whiche was called Matto, 
(which ſignifpeth in their language a fole) a very ſtrog felo w, wet down, 
but his head did not fayle him, and with his hoke he dꝛewe vp one of the 
deade, wher vpon he being the moꝛe imboldened returned and went down 
thither, ſo that he went down vnder the vaute, who immediatelp fel down:

ny gentle man came neare him, he ſtirred his whole body and beat p groũd, 


as if he had bin mad, and woulde ran violently vpõ them, he fade bp2'gyt | 


making a terrible neyghing, he coulde abide towneſmen.and Countreyme 
whom he li:ffered freely to come vnto him, his ſkin was toughe and ful of 
haire, in the plate of his taile ſtode vp a huge creſt,eucn-when the colt was 
deade.

In the moneth of Auguſt in S*fo/ke-at a place by the ſea ſide, al of harde 
ſtone and pibble,cailed in thoſe parts a ſhelfe, lying betwene the towne of 
O:tfors and Alborne. Whereas neuer grew gralle, noꝛ any earth was euer 
ſene, there chauncod i in this barren place, ſodainely to ſpꝛing vp without da

\ Terom Cardane amanof great learning hath w2 vitten that a whales 
heeade being d2awen out of the ſea at Geno lay long vpon the ſhoꝛe, which 
was fo greate, that the ſpate betweene the vpper taw and the neather, con- 
tayned ninteene paces, (ſo many yards) and in Cardanes iudgemente no- 
thing was ſignifped by this monſter, but that Cyra being loſte, the heave 
ſhoulde remaine/ the body being cõſumed:foꝛ Genoa by reaſon of the Loꝛd⸗ 
ſhip, and littleneſſe of it, ſupplyeth the place of the hende, C-- of the body. 
If they had in due time interpꝛeted this foꝛe warning, they might haue foꝛ⸗ 
tifyed their Caſtels againſt the Turbes nauie, which happened a yere after, 
whereby they mighte neither haue lolt the Jland noꝛ ſpente ſo muche mo⸗ 

np, now hereby al Europe greb in feare and alſo became in danger, ſoꝛ as al 
theſe things ſeeme ſuperſtitious, yet theſe ſtrãge ſights ioined with natural 
pꝛudentie may be obſerued very p:ofytably foꝛ the common wealthes pꝛe⸗ 
ſernation, Fo2 the heade of ſo great a ſea onſter coulde not be cut off, eun⸗ 
ther by a greater ſea Ponlfer, oꝛ by a Gunne oꝛ any other chaunte, but if 
ſo be it were ſlaine at once by ſome chaunte oꝛ violence, and that the necke 
being waithen aſunder, the body ſhoulde conſume and the head be left, how 
tommeth it to paſſe, that the heade did not firſt putrify oꝛ tonſume: oꝛ howe 
coulde the necke be bꝛoken of, which in the Whales kind is not much leſſe 
then the head ſo that fiſhes are ſaide to want a necke. To conclude in ſuche 
vnkouth coaſts, what ſingular foꝛce dꝛoue the head to Geyoa? nothing but a 
minde that knewe defteny in due ſeaſon diſtributing euery token fo; cuery 
chaunce, This wateth Cardanus in his fourteenth boke Chap. 7 4. o the 
varietie of things. 

There was ſcene a pꝛodigie neare the Towne of Zoped which Fin⸗ 
celius deſtribed, the Sun aroſe bloudp, ouer whom ſtode a goꝛgeous houſe 
which was burned at both ſids of p ſun, there ſtode vpꝛight a high Piller, 
like to the pillers of Hercules, as are commonly pointed (which take name 
of two Moũtaines ſtanding in the vtmoſt coaſt of Spine and Africke whis ⸗ 
che Hercules commaunded to be let in that place, as a ſigne of victo2ie as 


gainlf therues) and the Pillers were coloured like the Rainebow, yet wer 


they not arched but ſtode vpꝛight, whoſe baces ſeemed to touch the ouer- 
ſhewe of the grounde , and to ſpzeadethemlelues far abꝛoade. The nerte 


daye the Sunne roſe in the moꝛning with a chaunged coloure ſome- 


what pale , the houſe as befo:e ſtwbe verye bꝛyghte and ſhyning, 
the Pyllers alſo ſhewed themſelues agayne imbꝛacyng the @unne 
in the middle „ but not ſo playnelye as it dydde at the firſfe daye, 


And they were ſeene in the ayze „ but no moꝛe to tbuche the 
ground.

At x rome in the hofpital oꝛ place where fatherlelle childꝛen are cherilded, 
as _ardanus hath witten, all the gyꝛles which were in number abeut⸗ 


became pollelled, neither any ol them fo2 two peres ſpace coulde be goner⸗ 


ned, wherco ze the cauſe may come of the crhalation ofthe place ; oꝛ of the 
water, foꝛ the water doth change heares and humoures:it may allo be a de⸗ 


ceit. So the ſame Cardan doth wituelle that he kne we a man who being a 


boye, tomiterfeyted fo2 ſire eres and moꝛe that he ſawe the Deuill, to the 
end he might liue moꝛe at libertie, and make men to maruaile at him, and 
alſo followed his vnbꝛideled pleaſure. Pany thinges happen among men, 
but ik one with a conſtant minde doe conſider with himlelfe , he ſhall eaſily 
ſmell out that all ſuch thinges are vayne and full ofdecepte:but who doub- 
teth to be polleſſed with a diuell oz to be mad is not vayne?J would to God 
it were: wherefoze if this happened without counterfeiting, it declared the 
lewdenefle of times to came, and of pꝛelates, foz as harmeleſſe agsdocth 
growe to a wicked example, ſo they whiche ought to beare rule in religion 
ſhall be geuen ouer to a repꝛobate ſence, wherevpon they being accurſed, 
ſhall not onely be hiſſed at and ſcoꝛned, but alſo ſhall be damned.

to depart: but the gueſt wyth his two copanions was ſo troubleſome to the 
god man that diuerſe times about the euening, he roturned to his bꝛaue⸗ 


rye, and went about to bʒing his purpoſe to paſſe: but at laſt the god man, 
bymunyscontectures ſmelling the gityle and deceite, ſent foꝛ the ꝙiniſter 


of Gods unde, of that place, to come vnta him, with whom in the pꝛeſẽce 
of that range gueſzhe bad:conferenceof ſyndzy plates of theboly Scrip⸗ 


ture, whiche communicntion the gueſt and his two companions taking in 
Ill part, ſaydezthat there were manpe other mery conceites, and pleaſaunt 


ieſtes, with the which foaſters might be made merry, rather than with tho 


expoſition of the Scripture, and deſned them to trouble them no further 


with the holys Ocripture: wherettathe howſhoider , being ſuffieientlyc
